Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report  : — 

At  an  inquest  at  Kilburn,  London,  on  April  14,  on  the 
body  of  Phyllis  M.  Baker,  the  infant  daughter  of  a 
motor  driver,  it  was  stated  that  the  child  had  swallowed 
tablets  oontaining  strychnine,  and  that  death  took  place 
within  an  hour.  Medical  evidence  was  given  to  the 
effect  that  each  tablet  contained  ^  gr.  of  strychnine, 
managed  to  open.  An  '•'  Accidental  death  "  verdict  was 
kept  in  a  box  which  the  child,  in  its  mother's  absence, 
and  that  four  tablets  wrould  cause  death.  They  were 
given. 

The  Norfolk  coroner  held  an  inquiry,  on  April  11,  con- 
cerning the  death  of  Mr.  James  Milne,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Martham.  Evidence  given  by  Mrs.  Milne 
showed  that  on  the  morning  of  April  10  she  failed  to 
arouse  her  husband,  and  subsequently  found  a  message 
of  farewell  in  his  handwriting.  She  did  not  know  his 
precise  financial  position.  Four  or  five  years  ago  he  had 
a  breakdown,  and  was  in  a  home  for  three  months.  A 
medical  witness  certified  that  death  was  due  to  an  over- 
dose of  heroin,  and  a  verdict  was  recorded  to  the  effect 
that  Mr.  Milne  took  it  while  of  unsound  mind. 

Birmingham 

The  influenza  epidemic,  according  to  the  medical 
officer  of  health,  is  on  the  decline. 

Wholesalers  are  mostly  closing  from  Thursday  evening 
until  Tuesday  morning,  but  retailers  will  be  open  as 
usual  on  Saturday.  Sunday  hours  of  business  will  be 
observed  on  Good  Friday. 

Mr.  Frederick  Smith,  Ph.C,  Handsworth,  secre- 
tary of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Association,  who 
has  a  reputation  as  a  penman,  has  recently  written  the 
Lord's  Prayer  six  times  in  a  circle  the  size  of  a  three- 
penny piece,  and  this  specimen,  framed,  has  been  accepted 
by  the  Queen  for  inclusion  in  Her  Majesty's  doll's 
house. 

The  Students'  Association  of  the  Birmingham  School 
of  Pharmacy  held  a  smoking  concert  in  the  Grand  Hotei 
on  April  9.  Mr.  Rigg  occupied  the  chair,  and  was 
supported  by  Messrs.  W.  H.  Berry  and  F.  H.  Alcock. 
— A  successful  social  function  took  place  at  the  school 
on  April  12,  when  the  staff,  students  and  their  friends, 
to  the  number  of  seventy-five,  took  part  in  games,  guess- 
ing competitions,  etc.  A  laughable  comedy  sketch,  given 
by  four  of  the  students,  proved  a  real  "hit,"  and 
was  much  enjoyed.  An  especially  appreciated  feature 
of  the  evening's  ent  itainment  was  the  rendering  of 
classical  selections  from  famous  composers  by  the  recently 
formed  "  Pharmacy  Operatic.  Sextette,"  whose  members 
gave  proof  of  careful  study  of  detail.  A  dance  pro- 
gramme followed.

Liverpool 

Gibbs'  dentifrice  forms  numerous  window-shows  with 
coupon  offer. 

The  Lord  Mayor  is  leaving  no  6tone  unturned  to  secure 
the  success  of  Liverpool's  civic  week  at  the  Wembley 
Exhibition  next  September. 

We  learn  that  the  Mr.  Humphreys  Jones  who  presided 
at  the  recent  Eisteddfod  (C.  <0  D.,  April  12,  p.  510)  is 
not  the  principal  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 

The  smoking  concert  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Benevolent  Fund  (C.  &  D.,  April  12",  p.  519)  has  resulted 
in  raising  more  than  £130,  a  new  record. 

A  death  while  underging  Insulin  treatment  came  to 
light  in  the  Liverpool  coroner's  court  on  April  10.  The 
patient,  an  Excise  clerk,  aged  thirty-one,  was,  it  appeared 
from  the  post-mortem  examination,  in  an  unfavourable 
condition,  and  without  the  treatment  would  have  died 
much  sooner  than  he  did.  In  reply  to  the  coroner,  Dr. 
Pemberton  (Liverpool  Northern  Hospital)  said  that  there 
was  always  some  danger  in  the  administration  of  Insulin. 

The  LiverpooJ  and  District  Pharmacists'  Golfing  Society 
held  their  first  meeting  of  the  season  at  Woolton  Golf 
Club  on  April  9.  The  day  turned  out  quite  fine,  but 
the  greens  were  fast  and  "  tricky,"  which  tested  the 
goodly  turn-out  of  members  assembled.  The  competition 
was  against  bogey,  and  the  results  showed  the  leading 
cards  to  be  : — A.  F.  Jewell  and  J.  M.  Tallantyre,  3 
down;  E.  R.  K.  Hunt,  4  down;  F.  B.  Derrick  and 
W  A.  Wynne,  5  down ;  A.  W.  Ashcroft  and  A.  Fair- 
bairn,  6  down.  Messrs.  Jewell  and  Tallantyre  will  have 
to  plav  off  their  tie  for  the  prize,  which  was  given  by 
Mr,  S.  F.  Alder  (ex-captain).

Unlawful  possession  case. — At  the  Old  Bailey,  Lon- 
don, on  April  10,  Brilliant  Chang,  a  Chinese  restaurani 
keener,  was  sentenced  to  fourteen  months'  imprisonment 
in  the  second  division  for  being  in  unauthorised  possession 
of  cocaine  (C.  &  D.,  April  12,  p.  511) 

Theft. — At  the  Marlborough  Street  Police.  Court, 
London,  on  April  15,  Arthur  T.  Chambers,  warehouse- 
man, was  charged  with  stealing  goods  belonging  to  his 
employers,  Amalgamated  Photographic  Manufacturers, 
Ltd.,  Soho  Square,  W.  A  plea  for  leniency  was  advanced 
on  behalf  of  the  company,  and  the  accused  was  bound 
over. 

Medical  Act  case. — At  North  London  Police  Court, 
on  April  15,  J.  F.  Midloursky,  Navarino  Road,  E.,  was 
ordered  to  pay  £5  5s.  costs  on  a  summons  taken  out 
on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Defence  Union.  It  was  stated 
that  the  defendant's  name  appeared  in  a  telephone 
directory  with  the  description  "physician  and  surgeon," 
he  having  no  registrable  qualification,  although  he  was 
a  doctor,  of  medicine  of  Petrograd  (now  Leningrad) 
University. 

National  Drug  and  Chemical  Union. — At  its  annud 
conference,  held  on  April  13,  the  National  Dr.ug  and 
Chemical  Union  placed  on  record  the  opinion  that,  unti" 
a  national  medical  service  is  in  existence,  all  retail  and 
dispensing  establishments  contracting  under  the  In- 
surance Acts  for  the  supply  of  medicines  and  surgical 
sundries  should  be  obliged  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  observe  trade  union  wages  and  conditions.  Another 
resolution  called  for  State  inspection  of  all  dispensaries, 
with  a  view  of  securing  accuracy  and  cleanliness  in  the 
preparation  of  drugs  and  medicines. 

Commercial  Travellers'  Benffit  Society. — The 
twentv-second  annual  conference  of  the  United  Kingdom 
Commercial  Travellers'  Benefit  Society,  held  recently, 
discloses  a  membership  of  6,499  (an  increase  of  570).  with 
a  total  subscription  income  of  £53.663.  The  sum  of 
£101.010  has  been  advanced  during  the  year  to  members 
for  house  purchase  on  repayment  mortgages.  An  appor- 
tionment of  £1  10s.  6d  per  share  was  declared,  and 
the  rate  of  interest  on  members'  balances  was  increased 
from  5  ppr  cent,  to  5^  per  cent.,  the  balances  now  stand- 
ing at  the  very  satisfactory  figure  of  £402.217.  Mr.

Wholesale  Trade  and  New  Pharmacy  Bill 

A  meeting  of  the  drug  section  of  the  Belfast  Whole- 
sale Merchants'  and  Manufacturers'  Association  was  held 
at  10  Arthur  Square  to  consider  their  position  under  the 
new  Pharmacy  Bill.  There  were  present  J.  H.  Haslett 
(J.  &  J.  Haslett,  Ltd.),  F.  Storey  (Fred  Storey,  Ltd.), 
Alex.  Gamble  (Shaw  &  Jamison,  Ltd.),  F.  Moore  (Thos. 
McMullan  &  Co.),  Samuel  Gibson  (Samuel  Gibson,  Queen 
Street),  and  M.  G.  Charlesson  (secretary).  Mr.  Storey- 
explained  the  position,  and  stated  that  as  other  sections 
of  the  trade  had  made  a  move,  the  wholesalers  should 
do  so  also.  It  was  decided  that  Mr.  Storey  should  see 
the  Ministry  and  place  the  views  of  the  section  before 
it,  and  that  steps  be  taken  to  protect  their  interests. 

Brevities 

The  Dangerous  Drugs  and  Poisons  (Amendment)  Bill 
passed  through  the  Committee  stage  amendment  in  the 
Senate  of  Northern  Ireland  on  April  10. 

At  a  recent  sitting  of  Dail  Eireann  Mr.  O'Higgins, 
Minister  for  Home  Affairs,  in  reply  to  a  question,  said 
that  legislation  to  check  the  abuse  of  methylated  spirit 
"was  in  contemplation. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  Presbyterian  temperance 
reformers  in  Dublin,  it  was  resolved  to  suggest  to  the 
Free  State  Government  that  methylated  spirits  be  in- 
cluded in  the  same  regulations  as  dangerous  drugs. 

The  Southern  Wholesale  Drug  Company,  Wexford,  have 
been  appointed  contractors  to  all  public  institutions  in 
the  Irish  Free  State  for  the  supply  of  camphor,  olive  oil, 
castor  oil,  glycerin,  and  tinct.   benzoin  oo. 

Professor  Hugh  Ryan,  of  the  National  University,  has 
been  appointed  Chief  State  Chemist  of  the  Irish  Free 
State.  It  is  a  temporary  part-time  appointment.  A 
sum  of  £6,683  is  provided  for  the  State  laboratory  during 
the  coming  financial  year.  The  amount  for  the  current 
year  was  £2,300. 

At  an  inquest  held  recently  at  Castlefin,  co.  Donegal, 
on  two  brothers,  Samuel  and  James  Houston,  aged  6  and 
7,  who  died  after  eating  a  portion  of  a  plant  resembling 
the  carrot,  which  they  found  growing  on  a  rock,  Dr. 
Kerrigan  said  he  could  not  recognise  the  plant  exactly, 
but  it  appeared  to  be  of  the  hemlock  group.    Dr.  W.  J. 


Weir  considered  it  of  the  water  hemlock  or  cow-bane 
type.  The  jury  found  a  verdict  of  death  from  respiratory 
and  heart  failure,  due  to  accidental  vegetable  alkaloidal 
poisoning.  The  jury  also  instructed  the  Civic  Guards  to 
forward  a  sample  of  the  plant  eaten  by  the  deceased 
boys  to  be  examined,  and  afterwards  that  steps  be  taken 
to  have  this  plant  destroyed  where  it  was  found  to  be 
growing. 

Belfast 

At  the  Assizes,  on  April  9,  a  woman  named  Maggie 
Reilly  pleaded  guilty  to  a  charge  of  administering  a 
noxious  drug  to  herself  for  an  unlawful  purpose.  She 
was  allowed  out  on  recognisances  of  £10  to  come  up 
for  judgment  when  called  on. 

In  a  notice  published  in  "  The  Belfast  Gazette,"  on 
April  11,  it  is  proclaimed  that,  in  accordance  with  the 
Intoxicating  Liquor  Act  (Northern  Ireland),  1923,  the 
tribunal  will  proceed  to  make  award,  having  regard  only 
to  such  claims  as  may  be  brought  before  it. 

At  Belfast  Commission,  on  April  11,  Michael  James 
Rafferty,  dealer,  who  pleaded  not  guilty  to  having  stolen 
twenty  trusses  and  twelve  body  belts,  the  property  of 
Fred  Storey,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Belfast 
(C.  &  D.,  April  12,  p.  511),  was  acquitted,  his  Lordship 
saying  there  was  no  evidence  against  him. 

On  April  10,  Mrs.  Jane  Manson  was  fined  £5  for 
selling  methylated  spirits  without  making  the  necessary 
entry  in  compliance  with  the  law.  The  summons  charged 
defendant  that  she,  while  on  the  premises  of  David 
Manson,  R.D.,  a  person  authorised  to  sell  methylated 
spirits,  in  Peter's  Hill,  effected  a  sale  without  making 
the  necessary  entry. 


American  Notes 

By  "  The  Man  from  London." 

The  C.  &  D.  nature  picture. — The  pictures  of 
Gomiim  maculatum  and  Atropa  beUmlonna  in  a  recent 
Coloured  Suplement  of  the  C.  cfc  D.  -forms  part  of  a 
collection  of  artistic  photographs  upon  the  photograph 
supplies  case  in  a  well-known  New  York  suburban  drug 
store,  and  has  attracted  much  attention  and  comment 
upon  the  excellence  of  its  work. 

Chemical  foundation  suit  appeal. — The  Department  of 
Justice  will  file  an  appeal  during  February  in  the  case 
against  the  Chemical  Foundation,  Inc.,  in  the  matter  of 
the  sale  of  dye  patents  formerly  held  by  German  con- 
cerns and  taken  over  during  the  war  by  the  Alien 
Property  Custodian.  It  is  expected  that  the  appeal 
will  be  made  in  the  Federal  Court  at  Wilmington,  Del. 

Cocaine  sellers  get  ten  years. — Three  men  convicted 
of  selling  cocaine  in  violation  of  the  Harrison  Narcotic 
Law  were  sentenced  recently  to  ten  years'  imprisonment 
and  a  fine  of  $5,000.  This  is  said  to  be  the  heaviest 
punishment  ever  inflicted  for  such  a  crime.  Two  others 
were  indicted  along  with  the  three,  but  they  pleaded 
"  Guilty  "  and  testified  for  the  Government.  Each  of  these 
were  fined  $1,000. 

$1,000,000  in  narcotic  drugs  seized. — Opium,  mor- 
phine, cocaine,  heroin,  and  other  narcotics  valued  at 
$1,000,000  were  seized  recently  by  the  federal  agents  of 
the  United  States  in  a  house  situated  in  a  poor  locality 
of  New  York  City.  A  man  named  Mike  Heller,  described 
as  "  king  of  the  narcotic  trade,"  was  captured.  When 
searched,  a  bankbook  was  found  showing  deposits  of 
around  $100,000,  and  the  man  wore  an  elaborate  display 
of  diamonds  estimated  to  be  worth  $10,000. 

Cosmetic  tmports  less. — The  perfumery,  and  other 
toilet  preparations,  import  trade  of  the  United  States  fell 
about  one-third  from  a  total  valuation  of  $8,973,609  in 
1922  to  $5,612,789  in  1923.  Reductions  were  made  in  the 
incoming  shipments  of  Cologne,  bay  rum  and  cosmetics, 
powders  and  creams,  which  diminished  from  $5,905,189 
to  $2,356,987  for  the  first ;  from  $243,826  to  $64,935,  and 
from  $921,677  to  $711,050  for  the  last  named.  In  1923 
the  imports  are  over  $1,000,000  dollars  below  t'ho 
exports. 
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Legal  Reports 


Injunction  Granted. — In  tie  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court,  London,  on  April  11,  Mr.  Justice  Laurence 
had  before  him  a  motion  in  the  action  of  Wertheimer 
and  others,  trading  as  Bourjois  &  Co.,  against  Rose, 
for  an  injunction.  Mr".  Sebastian,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said 
that  they  had  a  scent  called  "  Ashes  of  Roses."  The 
defendant  had  been  found  "selling  a  perfume  under  that 
name  which  was  n<jt  of  plaintiffs'  manufacture.  The 
defendant  was  probably  not  aware  that  he  was  doing  any- 
thing wrong,  and  the  plaintiffs,  therefore,  did  not  ask 
for  damages  or  costs.  The  defendant,  who  appeared  in 
person,  agreed  to  treat  the  motion  as  the  trial  of  the 
action,  and  consented  to  a  pr-rpplual  injunction.  Judg- 
ment was  entered  accordingly. 

Dispensing  Tested. — At  Kensington  (London)  Petty 
Sessions,  on  April  15,  Morton's  Cash  Chemists^  Ltd., 
3  Ridgmount  Street,  W.C.,  were  summoned  by  the 
Kensington  Borough  Council,  under  Section  7  of  the  Sale 
ot  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  for  having  sold  a  compound 
drug,  to  wit,  mistura  quininse,  which  was  deficient  in 
quinine  sulphate  to  the  extent  of  34.9  per  cent.  The 
town  clerk,  prosecuting,  said  that  under  this  Section  of 
the  Act  it  was  not  necessary  for  him  to  prove  that  the 
compound  drug  was  sold  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser, 
although  possibly  it  might  be  thought  desirable  to  do  so. 
The  purchase  was  made  at  defendants'  branch  shop  in 
Portobello  Road,  W.  The  London  Insurance  Pharma- 
copoeia required  that  mistura  quininse  should  contain 
1.5  gr.  of  quinine  sulphate  in  each  j  oz.,  whereas  the 
sample  contained  only  0.976  gr.  in  each  j  oz.  Mr.  H. 
Glyn-Jones,  barrister,  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  on  the  part  of 
the  defendants.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  that,  had  this  been 
a  poisonous  or  very  potent  drug,  it  would  have  been 
necessary  to  have  the  weight  or  measure  cheeked  by  a 
second  person  ■  the  matter  would  then  have1  been 
impressed  on  the  mind  of  the  dispenser,  and  he  (counsel) 
would  have  been  able  to  call  evidence  as  to  what  actually 
took  place.  But  in  this  case  the  dose  was  not  classed 
as  dangerous,  and,  therefore,  the  dispenser  did  not  have 
the  facts  impressed  upon  his  mind.  A  case  pi  this  kind 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  was  distinct 
from  others  under  the  same  Act.  When  'V.her  samples 
were  taken  by  inspectors,  they  were  merely  parts- of  a 
larger  quantity,  and  it  was  natural  to  suppose  that  the 
whole  was  like  the  sample.  Because  one  bottle  of  medicine 
was  defective  it  was  not  to  be  supposed  that  others  were 
not  perfectly  correct.  This  firm  had  a  clean  record. 
The  price  of  this  drug  was  quite  negligible,  and  any 
deficiency  found  would  not  be  brought  about  in  order  to 
make  an  unfair  profit.  The  Bench  fined  the  defendants 
£5,  and  ordered  them  to  pay  10s.  6d.  costs.

Dealing  with  the  accounts,  Lord  Leverhuime  said  that 
each  year  their  auditors  rightly  and  properly  required  the 
directors  to  make  a  valuation  of  the  company's  holdings 
in  associated  companies  and  their  West  African  associated 
companies.  They  found  the  actual  value  of  shares  and 
holdings  in  associated  companies  exceeded  the  value  in  the 
accounts  by  several  millions  sterling.  The  number  of 
shareholders  and  debenture-holders  had  increased  during 
the  year  by  12,618,  and  now  the  total  was  169,660.  The 
total  number  of  co-partnerships  in  Lever  Brothers  and 
associated  companies  exceeded  16.7C0,  and  the  nominal 
value  of  certificates  held  amounted  to  over  £2.440,000. 
The  sum  in  dividends  and  bonuses  paid  to  co-partners 
since  its  incorporation  amounted  to  over  £l,723,OC0. 
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A  Text-book  of  Inorganic  Chemistry.  Edited  bv  J.  Newton 
Friend,  D.Sc,  Vol.  VII.,  Part  I. — Oxygen.  9  by 
6  in.  Pp.  370.  18s.  London  :  Charles  Griffin  &  Co., 
Ltd..  Exeter  Street,  Strand,  W.C.2. 
The  scheme  of  the  text-book  is  to  treat  the  elements  in 
groups  according  to  the  periodic  table,  ten  volumes  being 
arranged,  but  some  of  the  groups  involve  dividing  the 
volume  into  separate  parts.  The  present  volume,  Part  I 
of  Volume  VII,  deals  only  with  oxygen,  and  two  more 
parts  will  be  required  to  complete  the  group  arranged  as 
the  subject  for  this  volume.  In  reviewing  previous 
volumes  of  the  series  vse  have  praised  the  care  that  has 
been  taken  to  give  concise  details  and  me  exact  references 
to  original  papers.  In  this  part  a  table  of  dates  of  issues 
of  scientific  journals  is  given  which  enables  a  worker  to 
find  the  date  of  an  issue,  if  this  detail  is  not  mentioned 
in  the  reference.  The  chapters  deal  with  (1)  general 
characteristics  of  Group  VI  elements ;  (2)  oxygen ;  (3) 
physical  properties;  (4)  chemical  properties;  (5)  ozone; 
(6)  the  atmosphere;  (7;  water;  (8)  physical  properties  of 
water;  (9)  chemical  properties  of  water;  (10)  composition 
and  molecular  complexity  of  water ;  (11)  water  as  a 
solvent;  water  analysis;  (12)  hydrogen  peroxide. 

Evrzes  Lehrbuch  der  Ghemit.  By  W.  Mecklenburg. 
9  in.  by  5^  in.  Pp.  809.  22s.  Brunswick  :  Verlag 
von  Friedr.  Vieweg  &  Sohn  Akt.-Ges. 
This  is  a  revised  and  remodelled  edition  of  Roscoe- 
Schorlemmer's  well-known  text-book  of  chemistry. 
Within  its  compass  the  bases  of  inorganic  and  organic 
chemistry  are  presented  in  a  concise  form ;  and  com- 
pressed within  a  comparatively  small  space  the  characters 
and  properties  of  the  elements,  and  the  laws  which  they 
obey,  are  dealt  with  in  clear  language.  Scientific 
accuracy  has  not  been  sacrificed  in  the  process  of  con- 
densation ;  the  latest  views  and  theories  are  succinctly 
described ;  in  fact,  considerable  space  is  devoted  to  an 
exposition  of  the  principles  underlying  the  formation  of 
chemical  compounds  and  the  characteristic  properties  of 
the  elements.  No  attempt  is  made  to  describe  laboratory 
methods,  as  this  would  exceed  the  scope  of  the  work. 
However,  reference  is  briefly  made,  inter  alia,  to  such 
processes  as  the  synthesis  of  camphor  and  indiarubber. 
As  an  example  of  the  comprehensive  character  of  this 
work,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  it  includes  sections 
devoted  to  a  brief  survey  of  synthetic  drugs,  explosives, 
coal-tar  dyes,  and  a  note  on  hafnium,  which  is  stated 
to  constitute  approximately  0.-01  per  cent,  of  the  earth's 
crust. 

An  Introduction  to  Salts  Management  (Domestic  and 
Export).  By  Thomas  Russell.  7s.  6d.  London  : 
Duckworth  &  Co.,  3  Henrietta  Street,  Covent  Garden, 
W.C.2. 

Sales  management  is  nowadays  quite  a  common  term 
in  business ;  and  to  the  uninitiated  the  question  arises, 
"What  exactly  does  it  connote?"  There  is  a  sales 
managers'  association,  and  efforts  have  long  been  made 
towards  systemising  the  business  of  selling  goods.  This 
book  sets  out  to  show  what  are  the  duties  primarily 
expected  of  sales  managers,  including  in  that  term  all 
who  sell  goods.     It  defines  their  functions,  providing 


a  variety  of  hints  for  wholesale  and  retail  which  is 
likely  to  prove  useful  and  stimulating  to  the  receptive 
and  reproductive  mind.  The  book  is  well  worth  reading, 
not  onlv  to  the  sales  manager  who  has  arrived,  but  the 
youngster  who  sees  in  this  specialised  form  of  business 
development  a  chance  for  winning  one  of  the  prizes 
which  occasional]*.'  come  to  those  possessing  ability.  The 
cost  of  selling  goods  is  little  understood  in  the  retailing 
business ;  and  while  this  book  does  not  set  out  to  illumi- 
nate methods  of  costing,  it  does  not  fail  to  provide  the 
stimulating  thoueht.  It  says  :  "  Manufacture  is  never 
fully  efficient  until  a  costing  system  is  used — though 
this  indisputable  fact  is  not  yet  quite  always  realised. 
Merchandising  and  distribution  equally  require  proper 
surjervision  of  costs  " — and  so  on.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  book  is  right  on  fundamentals,  and  a  close  examina- 
tion throughout  shows  a  complete  and  sympathetic 
understanding  of  the  difficulties  whirh  beset  the  sales 
manager  and  all  salesmen,  wholesale  or  retail. 

Pharmaceutical  and  Food  Analysis:  A  Manual  of  Stan- 
dard Methods  for  the  Analysis  of  Oils,  Fats  arid 
Waxes,  and  Substances  in  which  they  exist,  together 
with  Allied  Products.  Bv  Azor  Thurston.  9^  by 
OjL  in.  Pp.  416.  21s.  London  :  Chapman  &  Hall, 
Ltd.,  11  Henrietta  Street,  Covent  Garden,  W.C.2. 
We  gather  from  the  preface  that  Mr.  Thurston  has  beetf 
connected  for  many  years  with  the  Ohio  Dairy  and  Food 
Department  and  the  Ohio  Agricultural  Department,  and 
this  book  is  the  outcome  of  thorough  investigation  of  the 
published  methods  of"  analysing  foods  and  drugs.  The 
present  volume  deals  with  oils,  fats  and  waxes  and  allied 
substances  ;  drugs  are  to  be  dealt  with  in  another  volume. 
The  book  begins  with  chapters  on  the  polariscope,  ref  racto- 
meter.  specific  gravity  and  general  methods  of  analysis, 
and  then  the  various  oils  and  fats  are  dealt  with  separ- 
ately. Data  are  given  of  fixed  and  volatile  oils  and  tha 
allied  substances,  which  include  dairy  products,  flesh  foods 
and  egg  materials.  The  plan  of  the  book  is  to  give  the 
name  of  the  oil  in  various  languages,  its  source,  Quantities 
imported  into  the  United  States,  constants,  principal  con- 
stituents, preoaration,  properties  and  tests,  uses,  by-pro- 
ducts and  a  bibliography.  The  last-named  is  a  special  fea- 
ture of  the  book.  At  the  end  of  olive  oil,  for  example,  there 
are  thirty-eight  bibliographical  references,  but  in  the  case 
of  milk  the  references  run  into  hundreds.  The  book  deals 
with  practice  in  the  United  States,  where  large  numbers 
of  standards  have  been  established  under  the  food  laws. 
These-  are  useful  for  comparative  purooses  and  form 
basis  from  which  to  judge  the  quality  of  the  products.  A 
book  of  great  utility. 

Essentials  of  Pharmacy,  with  Questions  and  Ansirers.  By 
Clyde  M.  Snow,  Ph.G.     2nd  edition.    9^  bv  6  in. 
Pp.  752.    28s.    London  :  Henry  Kimpton,  263  High 
Holborn,  London,  W.C. 
Mr.  Snow  is  attached  to  the  Illinois  University  as  pro- 
fessor of  pharmacy  and  instructor  in  pharmacology,  thera- 
peutics and  materia  medica.    The  book  is  a  treat'se  on 
pharmacv  entirely  arranged  in  question  and  answer  form- 
It  is  claimed  that  a  greiter  number  of  students  acquire  a 
more  accurate  knowledge  of  the  subject  in  a  short  time 
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by  this  method  than  by  reading  the  usual  treatises  on 
pharmacy.  As  an  example  of  the  method  adopted,  we 
quote  the  following  : — 

Q.  What  is  the  symbol  and  atomic  weight  of  mercury? 
A.  Hg  . ;  200.6. 

Q.  What  is  the  Latin  name  for  it? 
A.  Hydrargyrum. 
Q.  Is  it  official? 
A.  Yes. 

Q.  What  is  the  synonym  ? 
A.  Quicksilver. 

Q.  What  is  the  nature  of  the  element  ? 
A.  It  is  a  liquid. 

Q.  Is  there  any  other  official  liquid  element? 

A.  Yes,  one  other  one,  bromine. 

Q.  Does  mercury  occur  free  in  nature? 

A.  Yes,  but  in  limited  quantities. 

The  method  of  teaching  here  shown  is  not  now  employed 
in  this  country,  but  was  familiar  in  the  early  pa:  g  of  the 
nineteenth  century  in  ihe  "  Little  Arthur  "  type  of  books. 
It  is  curious  that  it  should  survive  in  the  United  States, 
but  if,  as  the  author  states,  the  metnod  suits  the  greater 
number  of  students  better  than  the  straightforward 
treatise,  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  revived. 

Ophthalmo-Optical  Manual.     By  William  Swaine,  B.Sc. 

7  in.  by  4j  in.    Pp.  152.    5s.    London  :  The  Hatton 

Press,  Ltd.,  173-75,  Fleet  Street,  E.G. 4. 
The  author,  who  is  lecturer  in  physics  at  West  Ham 
Municipal  Technical  College,  has  presented  a  book  which 
will  be  welcomed  by  all  connected  with  ophthalmic  optics. 
While  not  written  specifically  for  the  student,  it  lorms 
an  excellent  introduction  to  the  subject  of  optometry,  and 
the  more  advanced  worker  will  find  much  information  of 
use  in  daily  practice,  a  great  part  of  which  has  hitherto 
not  been  readily  accessible ;  indeed,  it  is  surprising  how 
much  has  been  condensed  into  such  a  comparatively  small 
volume  without  unduly  compressing  any  particular  section 
or  subject.  The  first  part  of  the  book  deals  with  the 
anatomy  of  the  eye,  vision  and  the  action  of  lenses  and 
prisms.  The  second  part  relates  to  sight-testing,  sub? 
jective  and  objective,  and  the  final  chapter  is  concerned 
with  spectacle  frames  and  mounts.  So  far  as  possible, 
mathematics  has  been  omitted,  and  instead  a  number  of 
tables  of  computations  and  statistics,  including  Gulstrand's 
schematic  eye ;  optical  constants  of  spectacle  glass  o£ 
Chance  and  Jena ;  powers,  focal  lengths,  effective  powers ; 
simple  deceleration  accommodation  and  prestyopic  addi- 
tions ;  prismatic  conversion  tables  and  others  are 
given  at  the  end  of  the  book.  A  valuable  feature 
of  the  book  from  a  student's  point  of  view  is 
the  number  of  experiments  which  can  be  carried 
out  at  small  cost,  and  which,  being  well  illustrated  by  the 
diagrams,  do  not  require  supervision.  Among  the  textual 
slips  which  have  occurred  is  one  on  page  50,  where  in  the 
transposition  of  a  sphero-cyl.  to  a  toric,  the  second  cyl. 
should  read  "  ax.  V."  instead  of  "  ax.  H."  In  pro- 
ducing so  informative  a  book  at  such  a  price  Mr.  Swaine 
has  certainly  filled  a  long-felt  want  in  connection  with 
ophthalmic  optics. 

Kurzes  Lehrbuch  der  Analyliscken  Chemie.      By  Pro- 
fessors Dr.  F.  P.  Treadwell  and  Dr.  W.  D.  Tread- 
well.       Vol.    I,   Qualitative     Analysis  (thirteenth 
edition),       in.  by  6  in.    Pp.  540.    Vol.  II,  Quanti- 
tative Analysis  (eleventh  edition),  85  in.  by  6  in. 
Pp.  765.    Leipzig  and  Vienna  :  Franz  Deuticke. 
This  is  one  of  .the -  standard  text-'jL'oks  on  analytical 
chemistry  in  the  German  language.      The  first  volume 
is  devoted  to  qualitative  analysis,  and  following-  a  few 
general   remarks   the   bases   are   treated  systematically. 
Each  chemical  body  is  dealt  with  separately,  the  article 
beginning  with  a  few  words  regarding  its  occurrence  and 
general  characters.    These  introductory  notes  are  followed 
by  a  description  of  it«  characteristic  reactions,  illustrated 
by  formulas  of  the  chemical  processes  upon  which  these 
tests  are  based.      Particular  attention  is  paid   to  the 


compai'ative  sensitiveness  of  the  different  reactions;  thus 
the  authors  state  that  the  ammonium  thiocyanate  (Vogel's) 
test  for  cobilt  salts  yields  a  definite  blue  coloration 
in  The  presence  of  yj-^  milligram  of  cobalt,  while  the 
enormous  sensitiveness  of  the  Marsh-Liebig  test  is  exem- 
plified by  the  statement  that  it  permits  the  accurate 
determination  of  so  small  an  amount  as  0.C0C25  milligram 
of  arsenic.  Details  are  given  of  the  method  of  applying 
certain  tests  in  special  cases — for  instance,  the  determina- 
tion of  phosphorus  in  steel,  mercury  in  urine,  and  in  the 
air.  The  second  part  of  the  first  volume  describes  the 
method  of  carrying  out  a  complete  analysis  of  a  mixture 
of  salts,  followed  by  a  list  of  characteristic  reactions  of 
the  rare  metals.  The  second  volume  deals  with  quantita- 
tive analysis  by  the  gravimetric  and  volumetric  methods, 
which  are  treated  in  two  distinct  parts,  while  a  third 
part  is  devoted  to  gas  analyses.  In  the  part  dealing 
with  gravimetry  the  metals  are  divided  into  five,  and 
the  metalloids  into  6even  groups,  the  various  methods 
being  first  described  under  each  base,  followed  by  a 
description  of  the  processes  for  separating  the  single 
bases.  Details  are  given  for  the  determination  of  bases 
in  ores,  etc.  Apoended  to  the  second  volume  is  a  table 
of  logarithms.  The  work  is  well  written,  special'  atten- 
tion being  paid  to  the  description  of  the  tests  and  pro- 
cesses, and  their  practical  application. 

Ilandbuch  der  Farbetichemie.  By  Professor  Dr.  G. 
Georgievice.  Fifth  enlarged  edition.  10  in.  by  7  in. 
Pp.  504.    Leipzig  and  Vienna  :  Franz  Deuticke. 

Picric  acid  was  the-  first  artificial  colouring  matter 
to  be  used  for  dyeing  textiles,  but  the  enormous  develop- 
ment of  the  dyestuff  industry  owes  its  inception  to  the 
discovery,  by  Perkin  in  1856,  of  a  violet  dye  obtained 
by  the  oxidation  of  impure  aniline.  In  coal  tar  no 
less  than  150  distinct  substances  have  so  far  been  deter- 
mined, and  it  is  this  substance  which  forms  the  basis 
of  one  of  the  most  important  branches  of  organic 
chemistry.  In  this  work  the  author  describes  the  funda- 
mental principles  underlying  the  preparation  of  the 
various  synthetic  dyes  on  the  basis  of  their  chemical 
relationship.  In  the  chapter  devoted  to  a  description  of 
the  safranins  we  read  that  in  the  hope  of  being  able 
to  prepare  quinine  synthetically  Perkin,  in  1856,  oxidised 
allyl  toluidin,  and  later  also  aniline,  obtaining  a  violet 
dye.  Towards  the  end  of  1857  it  was  placed  on  the 
market  in  the  form  of  its  alcoholic  solution,  in  England 
under  the  name  of  "  Mauve,"  and  on  the  Continent  as 
"Aniline  Violet"  or  "  Perkin's  Violet."  To-day  it  is- 
known  as  "  Mauvein."  "  Mauvein  was  the  first  aniline 
dye  to  be  prepared  on  a  manufacturing  scale,  and  gave 
the  impetus  to  the  discovery  of  all  the  other  dyes.  It 
is  therefore  of  great  historic  interest,  although  to-day 
it  is  produced  only  in  very  limited  amounts."  Thus 
in  the  course  of  over  sixty  years  an  important  and 
flourishing  industry  has  been  built  up  on  this  British 
discovery,  the  first  in  a  series  of  1,500  synthetic  dyes 
now  available  for  various  uses.  Baeyer's  researches  on 
the  synthesis  of  indigo  are  exhaustively  dealt  with,  and 
in  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  it  was  only 
after  twenty  years  of  unremitting  research  work  that 
the  Badische  Anilin-  und  Sodafabrik  succeeded  in  pro? 
ducing  synthetic  indigo  at  a  price  enabling  it  to  compete 
with  the  natural  product.  At  the  present  time  over 
thirty  methods  of  preparing  indigo,  synthetically  are 
known,  of  which,  however,  only  two  are  of  technical- 
value.  An  interesting  chapter  is  that  devoted  to  recent 
research  work  on  flavone  and  its  derivatives,  which  has 
led  to  the  synthesis  of  several  naturally  occurring  yellow 
colouring  matters.  The  dyestuff  chemist  will  find  this 
a  useful  text-boob,  the  value  of  which  is  enhanced  by 
numerous  references  to  the  literature,  and  to  patents: 
The  subject-matter  is  presented  in  a  concise  form,  and 
the  various  steps  in  the  production  of  the  more  impor- 
tant dyes  are  explained  by  the  copious  use*  of  structural 
i'ormu'as. 
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Deontologie  Phmmaceutique.    By  J.  Breugelmans.    9  in. 

by  6  in.    Pp.  134.    7.50  francs.    Brussels  :  Imprimerie 

Lesigne,  Rue  de  la  Charite,  27. 
The  fundamental  principles  of  pharmaceutical  ethics — 
that  is  to  say,  the  pharmacist's  obligations  to  the  public 
and  his  relations  to  the  medical  profession  and  to  the 
authorities,  are  in  most  Continental  countries  set  forth 
in  elaborate  detail  in  the  respective  pharmacy  laws.  In 
his  book  the  secretary  of  the  Nationale  Pharmaceutique 
and  editor  of  the  "  Journal  de  Pharmaeie  de  Belgique  " 
interprets  and  amplifies  the  legal  and  moral  obligations  of 
the  pharmacist,  and  as  one  who  has  done  so  much  to 
organise  the  profession  in  Belgium  his  views  on  this 
debatable  subject  are  particularly  interesting.  It  is 
fitting  that  the  author  should  preface  his  subject-matter 
by  brief  notes  on  our  illustrious  ancestors — those  phar- 
macists who  have  contributed  so  much  to  the  progress 
of  science — from  Paracelsus  to  Bourquelot,  a  list  which 
includes  the  names  of  Fowler,  Davy  and  Pereira,  "  as  an 
incitement  to  those  embracing  the  profession  to  enter 
it  with  dignity  and  pride."  After  briefly  reviewing  the 
evolution  of  pharmaceutical  legislation,  M.  Breugelmans 
devotes  a  few  words  to  the  title  "pharmacist,"  and 
then  proceeds  to  deal  in  detail  with  the  duties  of  the 
pharmacist,  which  he  treats  under  such  headings  as 
"  Towards  Himself,"  "Towards  the  Public,"  "  Towards 
the  Prescription,"  "  Towards  the  Physician,"  "  Towards 
the  Law,"  "  Towards  Apprentices  and  Assistants."  The 
book  is  written  in  the  author's  characteristic  trenchant 
style,  and  many  decided  views  are  forcibly  expressed. 
He  condemns  almost  violently  the  participation  of  the 
pharmacist  in  polities,  which  he  is,'  advised  to  ayoid  as 
the  plague.  "With  equal  vigour  he  denounces  the  frequent- 
ing of  cafes.  Among  the  numerous  injunctions  which 
are  interposed  in  this  work  are  :  "  Do  not  smoke  in 
the  pharmacy,  or  use  your  tongue  for  damping  labels." 
Throughout  the  work  the  author  insists  on  the  fact  that 
pharmacy  is  a  scientific  profession,  and  expresses  the 
view  that  "  without  this  foundation  it  would  merely  be 
a  trade ;  the  pharmacist  would  once  again  revert  to  being 
a  dealer  in  spices,  a  condition  from  which  pharmacy 
has  emancipated  itself  in  the  course  of  centuries." 

Neuc's   Pharmazeutisches   Manual.       By    E.  Dieterich. 

Fourteenth  edition,  enlarged  and  revised  by  Dr.  W.

Dieterich's  Manual  occupies  an  almost  unique  position 
in  Continental  pharmaceutical  literature  as  an  invaluable 
work  of  reference.  It  is  referred  to  when  in  search 
of  a  formula  for  one  of  those  innumerable  side-lines 
which  the  pharmacist  is  so  often  called  upon  to  supply. 
In  the  pharmaceutical  laboratory  it  is  consulted  on 
account  of  the  valuable  information  it  contains  respecting 
the  manufacture  on  a  large  scale,  not  only  of  pharmaceu- 
tical preparations,  but  also  of  the  various  other  medicinal 
and  non-medicinal  articles  which  come  within  the  scope 
of  the  pharmacist's  business.  This  popularity  is  attribut- 
able partly  to  the  comprehensive  nature  of  its  contents, 
but  in  great  measure  to  the  fact  that  it  embodies  the 
authors'  practical  experience  gained  in  the  course  of 
thirty-four  years  in  ihe  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical 
and  allied  preparations.  The  Manual  covers  a  wide  range 
of  subjects  which  are  dealt  with  in  separate  chapters, 
in  which  are  embodied  descriptive  notes  c-n  special  manu- 
facturing processes,  practical  hints,  illustrations  of  labora- 
tory apparatus,  and  other  useful  information.  It  covers 
such  subjects,  inter  alia,  as  the  preparation  of  :  Bougies, 
plasters,  extracts,  varnishes,  polishes,  preparations  for 
removing  stains,  cements,  of  liqueurs  (the  sale  of  which 
plays  quite  an  important  role  in  many  a  country  phar- 
macy), inks,  pastilles,  pills,  tablets,  veterinary  prepara- 
tions, surgical  dressings,  perfumes,  hair  dyes,  and 
cosmetics.  The  value  of  the  work  is  enhanced  by  the 
inclusion  of  practical  observations  and  criticisms  where 
several  formulas  are  given  for  the  preparation  of  the 


same  article,  and  in  many  instances  official  formulas  of 
various  pharmacopoeias  are  included.  Appended  is  a 
glossary  of  German  pharmaceutical  technical  terms  with 
the  corresponding  equivalents  in  Latin,  English  and 
French.  Although  specially  adapted  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  Continental  pharmacy,  Dieterich's  Manual  is 
a  valuable  work  of  reference,  containing  a  wide  range 
of  useful  information,  not  only  for  the  pharmacist  in 
business,  but  also  for  the  manufacturer,  by  whom  it 
can  be  consulted  with  profit.

The  complete  work  is  to  consist  of  three  volumes,  the 
present  one,  the  first,  dealing  with  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  soap-making,  including  the  lay-out  of  factories, 
raw  materials,  costing  methods  and  production  of  house- 
hold and  laundry  soap.  The  volume  is  divided  int*  seven 
sections,  and"  each  section  is  separately  numbered — an 
original  feature,  but  likely  to  retard  the  use  of  the  book 
for  quick  reference.  If  the  sections  had  been  indicated 
by  coloured  edges  or  a  thumb  index  there  would  have 
been  less  objection  to  the  system  of  numbering  the  pages. 
The  book  is  a  good  compilation  of  what  is  known  of  soap- 
making.  Chapter  2  of  Section  I,  for  example,  enumerates 
all  the  chief  salts  of  the  fatty  acids,  mention  being  made 
of  such  out-of-the-way  soaps  as  silver  and  cadmium, 
while  formulas  are  given  for  copper  oleate,  zinc  oleate 
and  mercury  oleate,  which  are  employed  in  medicine.  Zinc 
oleate  is  stated  to  be  "  much  used  as  a  mild  astringent 
ointment  for  sores  on  the  skk^"  and  zinc  stearate  "  used 
as  a"  skin  ointment."  The  chief  >jse  of  the  latter  now  is  as 
an  ingredient  of  talcum  powder  on  account  of  the  adherent 
property  it  imparts  to  the  talcum.  There  are  many  hints 
given  in  each  chapter,  as  the  author  has  scoured  pretty 
thoroughly  the  literature  of  the  subject  he  is  dealing  with. 
For  instance,  it  is  stated  that  the  addition  of  -saponin  to 
strong  soap  solution  lowers  the  lathering  power  of  the 
latter,  and  that  ricinoleic  acid,  turkey  red  oil  and  col- 
loidal clay  increase  the  lathering  power  considerably — 
points  which  chemists  should  bear  in  mind  when  devising 
formulas  for  shampoo  preparations.  Rosin  soaps,  which 
have  become  of  great  importance,  are  concisely  dealt  with 
in  a  short  chapter,  and  as  in  other  parts  of  the  book 
sufficient  references  are  given  to  enable  an  inquirer  to 
obtain  fuller  information  on  a  particular  point.  The  raw 
materials  employed  sre  dealt  with  fully,  and  there  are 
good  chapters  on  essential  oils  and  synthetic  products  used 
in  soap-making.  The  sections  dealing  with  the  manufac- 
ture of  soap  are  well  illustrated,  even  down  to  such 
details  as  stamping  and  wrapping.  The  book  is  well 
arranged,  and  when  the  set  is  completed  should  be  the 
best  modern  treatise  on  soap-making. 

Handbuch  der  PharmdJeognosie.    By  A.  Tschirch.  Vol. 

Ill,  Part  I.     11  in.  by  7i  in.     Pp.  758.    Leipzig  : 

Verlag  von  Chr.  Herm.  Tauchnitz. 
This  forms  the  first  part  of  the  third  volume  of 
Professor  Tschirch's  monumental  work  on  drugs,  the 
delay  in  its  appearance  being  attributable  to  the  war. 
This  part  includes  some  of  the  most  important  drugs 
used  in  medicine,  since  it  is  chiefly  devoted  to  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  large  group  of  medicinal  plants  containing 
alkaloids.  Before  dealing  with  this  group,  the  drugs 
possessing  a  taenicidal  action,  and  those  containing  tannin, 
are  described.  The  value  of  Professor  Tschirch's  work 
resides  in  the  fact  that  it  is  a  compendium  of  our 
knowledge  concerning  each  drug,  presented  with  that 
eminent  scientist's  characteristic  lucidity  of  expression. 
The  author  follows  a  definite  method  in  dealing  with 
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each  drug,  a  method  greatly  enhancing  the  value  of 
the  contents  as  a  work  of  reference,  for  Tschirch'e  Hand- 
buch  undoubtedly  may  lay  claim  to  being  the  standard 
and  most  up-to-date  compendium  of  pharmacognostics. 
The  method  of  dealing  with  each  drug  is  best  exemplified 
by  the  subtitles  under  which  the  descriptive  matter  is 
presented  :  Synonyms ;  Etymology ;  Botanical  Origin  and 
Species ;  Description  of  the  Plant  from  which  the  Drug- 
is  Derived ;  Pathology ;  Cultivation  and  Collection ; 
Morphology  of i  the  Drug;  Anatomical  Structure  of  the 
Entire  Drug  and  its  Powder ;  Chemistry ;  Literature ; 
Assay;  Adulterations;  Uses;  Commercial  Varieties;  and 
finally  Historical  Data.  The  work  is  copiously  illus- 
trated, including  two  full-page  photographs  showing  the 
collection  of  belladonna  and  of  henbane  respectively  on 
the  medicinal  farm  at  Long  Melford.  To  allude  to  but 
a  few  outstanding  features,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the 
chemistry  of  ergot  is  exhaustively  treated,  no  fewer  than 
twelve  pages  being  devoted  to  this  subject.'  The  chapter 
on  cinchona — seventy-two  pages — forms  in  itself  a  mono- 
graph on  this  drug,  illustrated  by  fourteen  photographs 
of  the  plant,  its  cultivation,  and  treatment.  This  chapter 
also  includes  an  interesting  group  of  the  nine 
members  of  the  cinchonological  jury  of  the  International 
Congress  on  Botany,  held  in  Amsterdam  in  1877,  in 
which  Mr  J.  E.  Howard  figures.  Opium  is  another  drug 
which  is  exhaustively  and  intei-estingly  dealt  with  in  all 
its  aspects.  The  wealth  of  information  contained  in  this 
vo'ume  renders  it  not  only  an  invaluable  work  of  refer- 
ence, but  a  fascinating  story  of  the  drugs  which  constitute 
our  materia  medica,  an  achievement  of  which  the  author 
may  well  be  proud — in  every  sense  a  classical  work. 

De  Danslce  Apotekers  Historie.  By  E.  Dam  and  A. 
Schaeffer.  Vol.  I,  parts  1-3.  Pp.  1-240.  10|  in.  by  7  in. 
Copenhagen  :  Levin  &  Munksgaards  Forlag. 
In  our  age  of  rapid  progress  we  are  all  too  prone  to 
forget  the  honourable  traditions  of  our  calling — the  oldest 
branch  of  applied  chemistry — and  to  overlook  the  fact 
that  many  of  the  epoch-making  achievements  which  have 
materially  contributed  to  the  advance  of  science  originated 
in  the  laboratory  of  a  pharmacist,  who  by  reason  of 
his  profession  was  particularly  fitted  to  undertake 
research  work  in  the  realm  of  natural  science.  There 
is  a  fascination  in  tracing  the  history  of  ancient  phar- 
macies, and  the  circumstances  attending  their  foundation, 
in  following  their  fortunes  through  successive  genera- 
tions and  thus  delving  into  a  storehouse  of  information, 
so  fruitful  of  comparisons  between  then  and  now.  The 
authors  of  "  The  History  of  Danish  Pharmacists  "  are 
to  be  congratulated  on  having  undertaken  the  task  cf 
compiling  a  history  of  every  pharmacy  in  Denmark  and 
in  Iceland,  with  biographical  notes  of  each  owner,  of 
which  so  far  the  first  three  parts  have  been  issued.  The 
pharmacies  are  described  in  chronological  order,  begin- 
ning with  a  mention  of  the  sparse  records  concerning 
Master  Johan,  owner  of  the  pharmacy  of  "  Our  Lady  " 
in  Copenhagen,  about  1479.  In  1546  there  was  only 
one  pharmacy  in  Denmark,  in  Copenhagen,  but  of  the 
businesses  still  in  existence  the  oldest  are  not  to  -be 
found  in  the  capital.  Denmark's  oldest  pharmacy  is- the 
Love  Apoteket  {"  Lion  Pharmacy  ")  in  Odense,  which 
received  its  charter  from  King  Christian  III  in  1549, 
since  when  it  has  had  eighteen  owners.  Next  in  age 
follow  the  "  Swan  Pharmacy  "  in  Viborg  (1573),  the 
"  Swan  Pharmacy  "  in  Helsingor  (1581),  the  "  Stag 
Ph%rmacy  "  in  Haderslev  (1583).  which  from  1872  to 
1920,  during  the  period  of  Prussian  domination,  had 
nine  German  owners,  changing  hands  in  1872  for  187.0"0, 
and  in  1920  for  4fl0.000  Danish  crowns;  the  "Lion 
Pharmacy  "  in  Kolding  (1?85),  the  "  Lion  Pharmacy  " 
in  A^rhus  (1598).  and  the  pharmacies  in  Poro  (1606)  and 
in  Ribe  (1611),  while  the  oldest  existing  Copenhagen 
business,  the  "  Lion  Pharmacy."  actually  dates  back  to 
16?0,  although  of  somewhat  older  origin.  The  work 
gives  a  highly,  interesting    insight,  into  the  life  and 


activities  of  successive  generations  of  Danish  pharma- 
cists; it  is  well  printed  on  good  paper  and  contains  a 
number  of  illustrations  and  reproductions  of  contemporary 
documents,  engravings  and  views,  including  photographs 
of  tombstones  erected  to  pharmacists.  The  work  is  not 
only  a  record  of  Danish  pharmacy ;  it  is  a  mine  of ; 
information  to  the  historically  inclined. 

The  Retailer's  Compendium.      By  various  contributors.

Business  books  nowadays  are  fairly  plentiful,  but  there 
has  been  little  done  in  the  way  of  completeness  for  the 
retail  trade.  It  is  estimated  there  are  over  one  million 
retail  distributors,  and  at  least  10,000  are  engaged  in 
pharmacy.  The  Retailer's  Compend.um,  as  the  name 
implies,  sets  out  to  be  a  guide  to  all  sections  of  the  dis- 
tributive trades.  There  are  four  volumes,  in  which  some 
eminent  contributors  write  from  their  great  experience. 
A  close  examination  of  the  volumes  shows  that  all  sections 
are  considered  in  detail,  apart  from  the  interests  which 
every  class  has  in  common.  A  book  is  useful  in  so  far 
as  it  stimulates  the  reader  to  some  positive  action  in  the 
development  of  his  business.  It  should  be  a  mine  of 
information  into  which  one  can  delve  to  elucidate  from 
the  experience  of  others  the  difficulties  which  are  con- 
stantly arising.  An  important  feature  of  these  volumes 
is  the  attention  given  to  the  art  of  display.  Chemists 
are  mentioned  as  very  capable  in  this  direction ;  but  there 
is  not  a  single  illustration  which  will  not  stimulate  a 
thoughtful  man  in  one  direction  or  another,  not  necessarily 
to  copv.  but  to  construct  some  original  and  telling  dis- 
play likely  to  be  productive  of  profitable  results.  There 
are  chapters  for  special  trades,  and  chemists  are  not  for- 
gotten, while  the  volun  es  are  replete  in  information  for 
building  up  sound  business  connections.  The  chapter  on 
turnover  and  profit,  with  illustrations  in  construction  of 
charts,  is  sound  and  well  worthy  of  study  and  application 
for  the  understanding- of  one's  own  business.  Goodwill  is 
analysed  out  in  a  manner  which  should  remove  confusion 
from  many  minds.  There  are  several  useful  pages  on 
buying,  the  use  of  a  diary  and  methods  of  using  the 
markets  or  timeliness  in  buying.  Again,  we  get  the  use 
of  stock  sheets  in  taking  stock  which  enables  one  to  keep 
an. accurate  record.  They  save  time  and  trouble  and  lead 
to  efficient  stock  control.  In  staff  management  some  wise 
words  are  given  on  enterprise  and  originality.  Salesman- 
ship is  covered  by  much  interesting  information  from  men 
who  have  made  it  their  business  to  study  this  fascinating 
subject.  In  volume  3  over  a  hundred  pages  ar ;  given 
over  to  book-keeping,  accounting,  various  systems,  income- 
tax  returns,  all  very  lucidly  written,  with  clear  indica- 
tions of  how  to  adapt  one  or  other  method  to  o  >'s  own 
need.  Volume  4  deals  with  correspondence,  the  laws 
affecting  retail  trade,  partnership,  companies,  mail  order 
and  a  complete  list  of  trade  associations.  The  art  of 
advertising  also  is  not  forgotten.  A  brochure,  a  copy 
of  which  the  publishers  will  send  on  application,  is  issued 
setting  out  the  main  outlines  of  the  volumes.

[This  supplement,  which  contains 
the  statistics  for  1920,  1921  and  1922,  completes  the  work 
issued  in  1922  and  gives  the  figures  for  the  production 
in  various  countries  of  those  chemical  products  and 
artificial  manures  which  are  used  in  agriculture,  with  the 
amounts  exported  and.  imported.  We  note  that  in  1922" 
Chile  oroduced  892,640  tons  of  sodium  nitrate,  against 
2.726,000  tons  in  1913,  and  exported  1,307,060  tons.  In 
1922  the  United  Kingdom  produced  330,000  tons  of 
ammonium  sulphate,  178,200  tons  of  which  were  supplied 
by  gasworks,  and  exported  145  292  tons,  France  taking 
40.031,  Spain  35,031,  and  the  Dutch  Indies  28,294  tons.

Beneath 
the  drug  are  given  formulas  for  using  it,  e.g.,  under 
acidum  boncum  are  recipes  for  ung.  ac.  borici  co.,  spt. 
boro-giycer.  and  P.U.M.C.  powder.  The  quantities  are 
in  metric  weights  and  measures.  Tne  formulas  often 
exhibit  considerable  variation  from  what  are  used  in 
hospitals.

— [This  is  a  dic- 
tionary of  the  popular  Norwegian  names  for  drugs  and 
remedies,  with  the  corresponding  Latin  or  official  designa- 
tions. Although  primarily  intended  for  the  use  of  Nor- 
wegian pharmacists,  this,  little  work  contains  much  of 
interest  to  the  student  of  folklore,  for  the  fact  that  many 
valuable  etymological  and  historical  references  are 
included  in  explanation  of  certain  terms.  Thus,  "  Ala- 
baststensalve  "  =  Ung.  alabastr.  of  the  Danish  Pharma- 
copoeia of  1658,  for  which  white  vaseline,  cetaceum  or 
zinc  ointment  may  be  given.;  "  Amerikansk  balsam  "  is 
stated  to  be  a  term  peculiar  to  Norway,  and  is  unknown 
in  America  and  in  England  ;  it  is  in  popular  demand  as  a 
remedy  for  gout,  and  in  Trondhjem  a  mixture  of  equal 
parts  of  oil  of  juniper  and  of  Riga  balsam  is  supplied  ; 
"  Gratia  probatum  "  is  the  popular  Norwegian  equivalent 
for  Haarlem  oil,  and  reference  is  made  to  the  origin  of 
this  designation  in  1698  and  1704  as  "  Medicamentum 
gratia  probatum,"  These  few  examples  will  serve  to 
show  the  author's  method  of  throwing  some  light,  in  a 
condensed  form,  on  the  origin  of  lflany  popular  Norwegian 
terms  for  remedies.] 
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Pharmaceutical  Botany 

XLIII.  Stramonium 

Datura  stramonium,  Linne,  commonly  known  as  the  thorn- 
apple,  has  already  been  well  illustrated.  The  peculiar 
fruit  giving  the  plant  its  popular  title  was  depicted  in 
Article  XXX  [G.  <b  D.,  November  10,  1923,  p.  648, 
Fig.  99).  The  stages  of  growth  from  seedling  to  full- 
sized  plant  were  sketched  in  Article  XXII  [C.  &  D., 
September  15,  1923,  p.  380,  Fig.  63).  A  coloured  repro- 
duction was  given  last  week  which  showed  well  the  leaves 
forming  a  leaf  mosaic.  This  viewing  the  plant  from 
above  provides  an  explanation  of  the  varying  size  of 
the  leaves  and  the  different  lengths  of  leaf  stalk  (or 
petiole)  by  showing  how  these  fit  together  to  catch  all 
the  incident  light,  even  the  wavy  outlines  of  the  leaves 
piecing  together  in  the  pattern  forming  the  whole.  The 
white  flowers  are  few  but  large,  and  conspicuous  against 
the  dull-green  leaves  (see  pollination  below).  Stramonium 
is  a  typical  example  of  how  the  higher  the  development

of  a  plant  the  more  specialised  is  it«  reaction  to  environ- 
ment. The  rank  odour,  poisonous  character  of  the 
plant,  its  tubular  flowers  and  spiny  fruits  are  other  traits 
showing  how  far  response  to  animal  action  can  be  carried. 

The  thornapple  [Datura  stramonium)  is  a  coarse  annual, 
not  a  native  of  this  country,  which  is  occasionally  met 
with  in  waste  land  as  an  escape  from  cultivation,  it 
is  a  common  roadside  weed  in  Southern  Europe,  Austria 
being  the  source  of  the  drug  of  commerce,  consisting 
mainly  of  dried  leaves,  the  young  6hoots  being  collected 
when  the  plant  is  in  flower.  Stramonium  is  easy  to  grow 
in  the  garden  from  seed,  planted  in  rows  two  feet  apart. 
Gerarde  grew  it  in  his  herb  garden  at  the  close  of  the 
sixteenth  century  from  seed  obtained  from  Constantinople. 

The  plant  produces  a  stout  branching  stem  two  to  three 
feet  high,  which  gives  rise  at  a  short  distance  above 
the  ground  to  a  group  of  spreading  branches  bearing  a 
large  leaf  at  each  bifurcation  with  a  solitary  flower  «j3 
the  axil  thereof.  By  repeated  forking  it  attains  a 
girth  nearly  equal  to  the  height  during  the  summer, 
The  le^yes.  which  have  pointed  tips  and  a  somewhat  wavy 


(sinuate-dentate)  outline  with  lobes  or  coarse  teeth,  ai« 
without  hairs  (glabrous)  when  fully  grown,  the  downy 
hairs  on  the  young  leaves  falling  off  as  they  get  fully 
grown.  The  fresh  leaves  when  handled  give  out  a  rank, 
disagreeable  odour,  but  this  disappears  on  drying,  when 
the  smell  becomes  faintly  tea-like.  The  larger  leaves 
may  be  6  in.  to  8  in.  long.  All  the  leaves  are  roughly 
ovate  shape  with  pinnate  venations,  the  principal  lateral 
veins  leaving  the  midrib  at  an  angle  of  about  45°  and 
forking  about  half  an  inch  from  the  margin  of  the  leaf, 
one  branch  proceeding  into  a  lobe.  The  leaves  shrink 
greatly  on  drying,  losing  some  two-thirds  of  their  weight, 
and  becoming  curled  and  shrivelled.  The  commercial 
drug  is  usually  much  broken  and  is  liable  to  be 
adulterated,  so  that  microscopical  examination  is  usually 
necessary.  This  brings  out  the  fact  that  features  distinc- 
tive of  a  natural  order  extend  to  small  as  well  as  large 
characteristics.  Thus  bicollateral  bundles  and  peculiar 
epidermal  cells  are  found  in  the  Solanacew.  A  section 
of  the  midrib  of  stramonium  should  accordingly  con- 
tain a  bicollateral  bundle  (an  extra  phloem  group  above 
the  xylem  as  well  as  the  normal  phloem  below  it).  A 
portion  of  leaf  tissue  "  cleared  "  by  heating  with  chloral 
hydrate  solution  will  show  guard  cells  of  stomata  sur- 
rounded by  four  adjacent  cells,  Fig.  174  (a),  one  of  which 
is  smaller  than  the  other  three.  The  internal  parenchyma 
will  contain  numerous  cluster  crystals  of  calcium  oxalate. 
Fig.    174   (o),   which   are    more   specific    in  separating

stramonium  from  other  solanaceous  leaves  (belladonna, 
henbane)  or  digitalis.  The  hairs  are  especially  useful 
in  the  identification  of  powdered  drugs  (see  Fig.  174,  c). 
These  are  present  on  the  young  stramonium  leaves  in 
considerable  number,  and  are  often  found  in  the  powder. 
How  important  these  minute  structural  details  may  be  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  the  active  alkaloidal  principles 
of  stramonium  leaf  are  situate  mainly  in  the  parenchyma 
immediately  surrounding  the  veins,  so  that  a  powder 
in  which  the  more  easily  finely-powdered  lamina  is  sifted 
away  from  the  harder  tissues  is  less  active  than  that 
from  the  whole  leaf.  The  amount  of  alkaloids  in  a 
series  of  investigations  were  found  to  be  :  Root,  0.17  per 
cent,  average ;  stem,  0.22  per  cent,  average ;  leaves  up 
to  0.4  per  cent. ;  seeds,  0.21  to  0.48  per  cent.  The 
average  in  commercial  stramonium  leaves  is  usually  about 
0.2  to  0.3  per  cent.  The  alkaloids  are  hyoscyamine  and 
atropine,  the  latter  probably  being  formed  during  extrac- 
tion. The  so-called  daturine  is  a  mixture  of  these 
two  alkaloids. 

The  flowers  and  fruits  of  stramonium  provide  several 
points  of  interest.  The  flowers  are  quite  large,  tire 
white,  funnel-shaped  corolla  being  three  inches  long,  with 
five  folds  (plicate),  ending  in  five  narrow  teeth.  The 
calyx,  which  is  only  half  this  length,  is  tubular,  with 
five  angles,  and  falls  off  as  the  fruit  ripen,  leaving  only 
a  small  run  below  the  capsule.  The  stamens  are  five  in 
number  and  the  stigma  bifid.'     Despite  its  size,  the 
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corolla  only  lasts  a  whole  day  (ephemeral),  opening  at 
7  to  8  p.m.  to  receive  the  visits  of  night-flying  insects 
with  long  tongues,  such  as  moths,  which  the  flower 
attracts  by  its  sweet  odour. 

White  is  the  colour  which  shows  up  best  in  the 
twilight  when  such  insects  begin  to  fly.  The  time  "of 
opening  and  the  long  tube  is  an  adaptation  for  favour- 
ing pollination  by  moths  and  excluding  the  visits  of 
other  insects.  The  ovary  is  two-celled,  as  shown  by 
the  bilobed  stigma,  but  the  fruit  is  four-celled  below  by 
ingrowth  of  two  false  septa,  but  it  remains  two-celled 
above.  It  splits  into  four  valves  (see  Fig.  99,  loc.  cit.). 
The  spikes  on  the  (thorny)  capsules  are  a  protection 
against  animal  attacks,  the  oily  seeds,  though  poisonous, 
having  a  sweet  taste.  The  seeds  have  a  curved  embryo 
embedded  in  oily  endosperm.  The  embryo  is  so  curved 
in  the  form  of  a  crook  that  a  cross  section  of  the  seed 
may  cut  it  in  one,  two,  or  three  places.  The  curving 
permits  packing  away  in  a  relatively  small  kidney-shaped 
freinform)  seed.  The  dried  seeds  are  dark  brown  or 
nearly  black  in  colour,  and  about  |  in.  long.  They  con- 
tain 0.15  to  0.3  per  cent,  of  alkaloids,  and  15  to  30  per 
cent,  of  fixed  oil. 

-  Datura  Tattcla,  which  has  purple  flowers  and  purple- 
finted  stems,  with  dark  green  leaves,  is  used  sometimes 
in  medicine  for  the  same  purposes  as  D.  Stramonium, 
the  two  forms  really  merging  into  one  another.  Indian 
species  of  Datura  are  the  source  of  the  poison  used  by 
the  criminal  classes  in  India  to  stupefy  victims  whom  they 
wish  to  rob  or  kill.

Recent  Patents 

Abstracts  of  specifications  of  recently-granted  patents  for 
inventions.

Teeth-Cleaning  Device. — An  appliance  consisting  of  a 
member  to  be  adapted  to  the  end  of  a  tooth  brush, 
tarrying  a  taut  tape,  over  which  a  tube  can  be  fitted  to 
receive  towelling  or  other  cleaning  material,  the  whole 
being  covered  by  a  cap.    (J.  R    Fair.  210,487.) 

Preparation  of  Diethylchlcrccetamide. — A  process  for  the 
preparation  of  diethylchloracetamide  by  treatment  of 
diethylacetylchloride  with  chlorine,  distilling  under  reduced 
pressure  and  agitating  the  diethylchloracetylchloride  thus 
formed  with  aqueous  ammonia.  (Societe  Chimique  des 
TJ sines  du  Rhone.  209,706.) 

Colloidal  Solutions. — A  process  for  producing  concen- 
trated colloidal  solutions,  e.g.,  sulphur  is  treated  in  a 
-dispersion  apparatus  in  water  to  which  a  protective 
eolfoid — glue — and  sodium  chloride  have  been  added.  The 
product,  on  drying,  yields  a  reversible  gel.  (Oderberger 
Chemische  Werke  A.G.  197,966.) 

Organic  Compound. — Casein  in  a  weak  ammonical  solu- 
tion is  subjected  to  the  action  of  trypsin  at  40°  C,  until 
separation  of  the  fatty  acids  occurs.  The  mixture  is 
filtered,  and  calcium  chloride  or  calcium  acetate  is  added 
to  the  filtrate.  The  precipitate  is  washed,  and  re-precipi- 
tated  by  alcohol.  It  consists  of  a  readily  soluble  white 
powder,  containing  4.5  to  5  per  cent,  of  phosphorus. 
"(Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in  Basle.  210,698.) 

Injection  Solutions. — A  process  for  preparing  a  solvent 
for  organic  compounds  insoluble  in  water,  rendering  them 
capable  of  being  injected  hypodermically,  based  on  the 
use  of  the  liquid  product  obtained  by  mixing  together 
equal  parts  of  acetone-chloroform  (tertiary  trichloro-butyl 
alcohol)  and  urethane,  in  which  the- insoluble  remedial 
agents  are  dissolved.  (Society  of  Chemical  Industry  in 
Basle.  211,771.) 

Sensitive  Film. — A  process  for  preparing  layers 
sensitive  to  light  for  the  reproduction  of  photo- 
graphic pictures  by  applying  to  a  suitable 
base  a  solution  of  1  .  diazo  .  2  .  naphthol  .  4  .  sul- 
phonic  acid,  or  other  compound  of  this  group,  followed 
by  treatment  in  an  alkaline  solution  of  resorciir,  or  the 
litter,  as  well  as  a  metallic  salt,  may  be  incorporated 
with  the  azo-dyestuff.    (Kalle  &  Co.,  A.G.  210,862.) 


Parliament  adjourned  on  April  16  until  April  29, 
when  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  will  open  the 
budget.

Summer  Time  Bill 

Sir  Kingsley  Wood  introduced  the  Summer  Time  Bill, 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  April  11.  The  object  of 
the  Bill  to  make  summer-time  permanent  for  a  period 
of  six  months  each  year,  from  the  first  Sunday  in  April 
until  the  first  Sunday  in  October.  This  would  make 
the  dates  correspond  with  those  in  force  in  France  and 
Belgium.  The  Bill  was  read  a  second  time  and  committed 
to  a  Standing  Committee. 

Sugar  of  AIilk  Factory 

Mr.  Buxton,  on  April  11,  stated  in  the  House  of 
Commons  that  the  Government  Experimental  Lactose 
Factory  is  situated  at  Haslington,  near  Crewe.  It  has 
been  in  existence  since  1920,  during  which  time  investi- 
gations into  the  manufacture  of  lactose  from  cheese  whey 
have  been  carried  on.  The  factory,  is  the  property  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  has  so  far  been  con- 
trolled directly  from  that  Department.  It  is  proposed 
that  experiments  should  be  continued  throughout  the 
coming  whey  season,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £5,000. 

Sale  of  Infants'  Foods 

Mr.  Dixey  asked  the  Minister  of  Health,  on 
April  9,  whether  he  is  aware  of  the  serious 
danger  to  infant  life  and  welfare  arising  from  the  wide- 
spread sale  of  proprietary  and  patent  foods,  consisting 
principally  of  starch;  and  whether  he  proposes  to  take 
any  and  what  steps  to  enable  local  authorities  to  exercise 
control  over  the  sale  of  unsuitable  and  unwholesome  pre- 
parations advertised  as  infants'  foods  ? 

Mr.  Wheatley  replied  that  the  matter  has  been  the 
subject  of  investigation  by  his  department  and  he  would 
consider  what  action  it  may  be  desirable  and  practicable 
to  take  in  the  direction  suggested. 

International  Opium  Conference 
Mr.  Ayles  asked  the  Prime  Minister,  on  April  9,  whether 
the  committee  appointed  to  prepare  the  agenda  for  the 
international  opium  conferences  convened  by  the  League 
of  Nations  has  yet  met;  who  is  the  British  representative  5 
and  whether  any  statement  can  be  made  regarding  the, 
decisions  taken  1 

The  Prime  Minister  replied  that  the  committee  has  met 
twice.  The  British  representative  on  it  is  Sir  Malcolm 
Delevingne,  who  represents  His  Majesty's  Government  on 
the  Opium  Advisory  Committee  of  the  League  of  Nations. 
No  decisions  have  yet  been  taken,  but  the  committee  will 
in  due  course  submit  a  report  to  the  League  of  Nations, 
by  which  it  has  been  appointed. 

Pharmacy  in  the  Army 

In-  the  House  of  Commons  on  April  9  Sir  Richard 
Winfrey  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  whether 
his  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Army  Council  to  consiler  the 
employment  of  pharmacists  in  the  army  in  connection  with 
the  provision,  distribution  and  dispensing  of  medical  and 
surgical,  supplies  in  peace  and  war,  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations regarding  their  organisation  and  status  ;  and 
whether,  in  view  of  the  promise  by  the  Army  Council,  in 
their  letter  of  September  29,  1923,  addressed  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  that  they  will 
arrange  for  the  report  to  be  laid  before  Parliament  should 
the  latter  express  a  desire  for  its  publication,  he  will 
arrange  for  the  report  to  be  so  laid  before  Parliament? 

Mr.  Stephen  Walsh  replied  :  The  answer  to  the  first 
part  of  the  question  is  in  the  affirmative.  With  regard  to 
the  latter  part,  I  have  hitherto  been  inclined  to  think 
that  this  report,  which  deals  with  a  somewhat  technical 
subject,  would  not  be  widely  read,  but  in  view  of  the 
desife  expressed  by  members  I  will  take  up  the  question 
of  its  publication.

B.P.  Notes 

By  "  Abel  Scholar." 

Mirror  Test  for  Tartrate 

When  making  the  "  mirror  "  test  for  a  tartrate  there 
appears  to  be  an  advantage  in  adding  a  little  sodium 
chloride,  for  it  is  then  readily  seen  when  enough  ammonia 
has  been  added  to  complete  the  proper  amount  of  alka- 
linity. At  that  point  the  solution  becomes  quite  clear, 
and,  as  far  as  can  be  observed,  there  does  not  appear  to 
be  any  disadvantage,  but.  on  the  contrary,  an 
improvement. 

Alcoholic  Solution  of  Potash 

Alcoholic  solution  of  potash  B.P.  is  required  to  be 
filtered  if  necessary.  No  mention  is  made  concerning  the 
filter  material  or  the  colour  of  the  solution,  nor  are  we 
told  to  prepare  it  when  required.  This  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary when  making  the  test  for  santonin,  otherwise  the 
violet  colour  will  certainly  not  be  seen.  To  what  tem- 
perature must  the  solution  be  heated?  This  is  also  very 
important. 

Test  for  Potassium  Salts 

The  cream  of  tartar  test  for  potassium  salts  requires 
careful  •manipulation  in  cases  such  as  that  of  potassium 
dichromate.  If  the  aqueous  solution  fairly  strong  is 
cooled  to  40°-5O°  F.  and  crystals  of  tartaric  acid  then 
added,  the  usual  crystalline  precipitate  makes  its  ayipear- 
ance  satisfactorily.  But  if  the  temperature  is  allowed 
to  rise  even  gradually  to  70°-100°  F.  then  vigorous 
chemical  action  proceeds,  with  much  evolution  of  carbon 
dioxide,  darkening  of  colour  and  almost  complete  decom- 
position of  all  the  potassium  hydrogen  tartrate,  or  at 
any  rate  its  rapid  disappearance. 

What  is  Pix  Liquida? 

Much  of  the  pix  liquida  in  commerce  to-day  does  not 
correspond  to  the  old-time  variety,  which  was  known  as 
Stockholm  tar,  and  was  produced  by  a  process  of  distilla- 
tion per  descensum  from  pine  wands  grown  in  Norway. 
It  is  therefore  a  difficult  matter  to  produce  a  satisfactory 
ung.  picis  liquidse  according  to  the  B.P.  formula.  Squire 
would  improve  matters  by  the  use  of  almond  oil,  but  is 
not  this  too  expensive  for  the  average  customer  ?  Cocoa 
butter  in  place  of  the  beeswax  is  now  suggested,  and, 
under  certain  conditions,  answers  fairly  well.  But  a  well- 
mixing  agreeable  adjunct  has  yet  to  be  found  to  make 
the  ointment  worth  anything  from  a  pharmacy  point  of 
view.

Besides  the  employment  in  hospitals,  etc.,  the 
cushions  have  a  large  use  in  motor  cars,  ships'  berths  and 
railway  sleeping  cars,  and  may  be  upholstered  in  tho 
usual  way.  The  cushion  illustrated  is  in  red  rubber  and 
costs  18s.

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 

My  First  Comment 

on  Mr.  Wool  ley's  paper  "  Then  and 
Now,"  involuntarily  took  the  form  of  Coleridge's  line, 
"  Ah  !  for  the  change  'twixt  Now'  and  Then  !  "  It 
would  not.  be  true  to  say  that  in  no  respect  has  the 
chemist's  lot  improved  during  the  period  covered  by  this 
survey;  but,  with  the  single  exception  of  the  National 
Insurance  Act,  it  could  be  at  least  plausibly  argued  that 
every  act  of  the  Legislature  affecting  us  eince  1903  has 
been  rather  adverse  than  helpful  to  us  as  men  in  busi- 
ness. The  lecturer  entered  into  no  argument ;  he  gave  a 
plain — I  am  tempted  to  say  a  cold — judicial  account  of 
the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  law  as  it  affects 
pharmacy ;  but  this  very  fact  only  deepens  the  impres- 
sion that,  whatever  our  attitude  to  Government  may  have 
been,  Government  has  been  "  agin  "  us.  The  Act  of 
1908,  in  spite  of  its  "  regulation  "  of  company  pharmacy, 
was  upon  the  whole  a  distinct  setback,  and  one  might 
reasonably  say  a  disaster  to  us.  The  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  is  even  worse ;  it  is  a  monstrous  piece  of  injustice 
and  a  shattering  blow  to  our  position.  The  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  no  doubt  succeeded  in 
somewhat  tempering  the  wind  to  the  shorn  lamb  so  far 
as  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  is  concerned ;  but  our 
leaders  in  1908  distinctly  plumed  themselves  on  the  lick- 
ing they  had  got,  and  that  spirit  is  not  quite  dead  to-day. 

I  am  Heartily  Glad 

to  see  the  lecturer  range  himself  with 
those — -an  increasing  number — who  advocate  the  extension 
of  the  title  "  pharmaceutical  chemist  "  to  all  qualified 
persons.  His  support  gives  weight  to  the  proposal, 
though  it  would  not  need  any  beyond  its  own  inherent 
merit  were  men  swayed  by  reason  as  they  are  by  names. 
It  is,  as  I  have  said  before,  our  natural  and  proper 
designation,  the  only  one  that  was  originally  contemplated 
for  all  members  of  the  Society,  and  the  subsequent  re.fusal 
of  which  has  done  more  than  anything  else  to  keep  men 
from  joining  the  Society.  I  do  not  think  "  chartered 
pharmaceutical  chemist  "  the  best  possible  title  for  the 
Major  man  :  why  not  "  master  in  pharmacy  "  ? 

In  the  Interesting  Discussion 

that  followed  the  paper,  the 
questions  of  apprenticeship  and  the  decline  of  practical 
pharmacy  in  our  shops  had  the  first  place.  They  are 
very  closely  connected.  It  is  true  that  the  Insurance 
Act  gives  apprentices  a  better  change  of  learning  to  dis- 
pense; but,  not  to  insist  on  the  inferior  character  of 
much  insurance  dispensing,  due  to  stock-mixtures,  etc., 
dispensing  is  not  the  whole  of  pharmacy,  nor,  perhaps, 
its  most  important  part  for  the  student.  A  good  deal  of 
knowledge  of  pharmacy  ought  to  be  acquired  before  an 
apprentice  is  allowed  to  dispense,  and  the  question  is 
where  (so  far  as  our  shop?  are  concernerl)  is  he  to 
acquire  it  ?  It  has  gone  with  the  apron  ;  and  the  appren- 
tice probably  gets  less  instruction,  if  that  is  possible, 
now  that  Insurance  dispensing  gives  his  employer  more 
to  do,  than  he  had  in  the  olden  time.  When  a  large 
proportion  of  our  galenicals  was  home-made,  and  extra- 
pharmaceutical  preparations  almost  entirely  so,  the 
apprentice,  almost  from  his  first  day,  could  be  employed 
usefully  for  his  master  and  to  the  advancement  of  his 
own  education  in  pharmacy.  Four  thousand  hours  spent 
in  handling  proprietaries  and  packed  goods  are  not  edu- 
cationally worth  so  much  as  four  thousand  minutes  in  the 
shops  in  which  we  oldsters  were  trained. 

The  Lecturer 

confined  himself  chiefly  to  legal  changes ; 
your  Retrospect  of  last  week  recalled  another — the  harm- 
less, necessary  apron  has,  I  suppose,  now  entirely  dis- 
appeared. I  confess  I  do  not  understand  the  animus  of 
the  writer  in  1874  against  aprons,  or  his  difficulty  in 
finding  one  at  that  date.  They  must  have  been  dis- 
carded suddenly  and  all  at  once.  I  remember  seeing 
them  in  use  in  John  Bell's  shop  in  Oxford  Street  only  a 


very  few  years  before — up  till  1870  (when  I  left  London), 
I  believe.  As  for  Carlyle's  opinion  of  them,  it  is  ridi- 
culous, and  most  inconsistent  in  the  propounder  of  the 
clothes  philosophy — if,  that  is,  he  intended  his  remarks 
to  be  used  against  them,  which,  if  my  memory  serves  me, 
he  did  not.  What  about  bishops  and  freemasons?  In 
my  humble  opinion  aprons  are  very  ill-exchanged  for  jhe 
linen  coats  now  seen  in  some  shops,  which  remind  one 
unpleasantly  of  the  butcher. 

The  Chemists  of  North  London 

evidently  had  a  good  time 
in  Oxford  Street ;  certainly  they  had  if  the  fare  was  as 
good  as  the  speeches.  I  am  told  that  the  President  of 
the  Association  made  the  speech  of  the  evening,  but 
where  everything  was  good  we  need  not  make  distinc- 
tions. Mr.  Neathercoat  was  in  his  best  vein.  I  should 
like- to  emphasise  what  he  said  of  criticism  "  Inde- 
pendent thought  "  is  one  thing,  "  independent  action  " 
is  another ;  heresy  is  venial  compared  with  schism ;  and 
the  fact  that  the  North  London  Association  is  at  once 
one  of  the  most  critical  and  one  of  the  most  loyal  of 
local  associations  speaks  for  itself.  Only  the  abnormally 
thin-skinned  or  the  consciously  incompetent  resent  honest 
criticism.  Mr.  Neathercoat  must  be,  next  to  the  Prince 
of  Wales,  about  the  hardest-worked  man  in  England  at 
these  public  functions.  Mr.  Porter  spoke  very  grace- 
fully of  what  the  chemists  of  North  London  owe  to  thy 
late  Mr.  MacEwen,  and  Mr.  Walters'  tribute  to  Mr. 
Skinner  was  well  deserved. 

By  "  Syrup  of  Poppies  " 

syr.  papav.  alb.  is,  so  far  as  my 
experience  goes,  universally  understood ;  I  have  never 
heard  -of  syr.  rhoeados  being  supplied  when  it  is  asked 
for,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  use  of  the  syrup 
in  "  home  recipes."  More  use  was  made  of  red  poppies 
in  former  days  than  is  made  now,  but  the  syrup  prepared 
from  them  was  called  eyr.  de  papavere  erratico,  and 
unless  syrup  of  red  poppies  was  ordered,  I  should  never 
dream  of  using  syr.  rhoeados.  The  dose  of  the  syrup 
referred  to,  for  young  children,  was  from  two  drachms 
to  half  an  ounce;  but  even  then  it  was  used  mainly  for 
the  sake  of  its  colour  and  taste,  as  "a  good  sweetener 
of  alexipharmifc  juleps,  which  makes  them  pleasant  both 
to  the  eye  and  palate."  An  infusion  in  weak  spirit  was 
also  in  use  in  colic  and  flatulence,  but  it  was  never  (I 
think)  official.  Syr.  rjapaveris  (alb.)  was  a  substitute  for 
the  old  syrupus  de  meconio  or  diacodium,  the  difference 
being  that  black  poppy  seeds  were  left  out.  The  red 
poppy  or  corn  rose,  as  it  is  locally  called,  is  very  much 
used  in  some  country  districts  in  similar  preparations 
without  any  distinctly  medicinal  intention. 

The  Cult  of  Cosmetics 

may  not  be  quite  so  widespread  with 
us  as  in  France,  but  it  bids  fair  to  become  so,  and,  ;.'s 
old  Weller  would  have  said,  there  is  a  Providence  in  it 
for  us  chemists  •  indeed,  the  multiplicity  of  face  powders 
and  similar  preparations  has  been  complained  of  by  some 
as  a  nuisance.  A  friend  told  me  some  time  since  how 
many  of  such  powders  he  stocks ;  1  think  it  was  forty- 
seven,  but  it  may  have  been  more.  I  was  amused  last 
week  to  find  the  London  golfing  chemists  giving  their 
lady  members  powder-puff  boxes  for  prizes — not  that 
such  things  may  not  be  required  after  an  arduous  game, 
but  they  seem  hardly  consonant  with  what  used  to  be 
regarded  as  manly  exercises.  Times  change,  however. 
Your  Paris  correspondent  says  the  old  aristocracy  would 
not  allow  their  employees  to  use  face-powder.  I  should 
think  not  indeed  !  I  remember  a  time  when  domestic 
servants  were  forbidden  (in  country  places  at  least)  to 
wear  flowers  in  their  bonnets,  or  even  "  those  things  with 
a  frill  round  the  ankle  "  that  so  "  sadly  bothered 
Odille  "  in  getting  over  stiles.

Therapeutic  Substances 

The  Bill  for  regulating  the  importation,  manufacture, 
and  sale  of  therapeutic  substances  which  was  before  the 
last.  Parliament  .  is  again  before  the  House  of  Lords 
under  the  guidance  of  Earl  de  la  Warr.  The  subject- 
matter  is  included  under  the  heading  of  vaccines,  serums, 
toxins,  antitoxins,  antigens,  salvarsan  and  analogous  sub- 
stances, the  anti-diabetic  principle  of  pancreas  known  as 
insulin,  and  preparations  of  the  pituitary  body  for  injec- 
tion purposes,  and  the  Bill  seeks  to  obtain  authority  for 
adding  by  means  of  regulations  any  substances  the  purity 
or  potency  of  which  cannot  adequately  be  determined  by 
chemical  means.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  powers  under 
the  Bill  for  extending  the  control  of  a  bureaucratic  body 
are  bv  no  means  limited  to  simple  things.  The  Bill 
includes  scheduling  substances  to  which  the  Bill  applies, 
restriction  of  manufacture  save  under  licence,  coupled 
with  the  power  to  prescribe  the  conditions  of  manufacture 
and  for  the  revocation  of  this  licence  unless  these  con- 
ditions are  complied  with.  In  case  of  revocation  there 
may  be  application  to  the  High  Court  or- similar  court 
in  Scotland  or  Northern  Ireland  by  the  aggrieved  manu- 
facturer, but  the  decision  of  the  court  is  to  be  final. 
Under  Section  5,  doctors  may  be  allowed  to  manufacture, 
for  their  own  use,  or  for  another  doctor,  if  so  requested, 
for  a  patient.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  exemption 
is  limited  to  one  class  of  persons  ;  others  would  require  a 
licence.  Importation  is  to  be  under  licence,  and  any 
brought  in  by  visitors  from  the  Continent  must 
be  declared  to  the  Customs.  A  committee  is  to  be  set 
up  for  the  purpose  of  making  regulations,  consisting  of 
the  Minister  of  Health,  Secretary  of  Scotland,  and  the 
Minister  for  Home  Affairs  in  Northern  Ireland,  or  a 
deputy  if  any  cannot  be  present.    To  assist  them  there 
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is  to  be  an  advisory  committee  of  one  member  appointed 
by  the  ministers  mentioned  above,  together  with  one 
appointed  from  the  Medical  Research  Council,  General 
Medical  Council,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Their 
duties  are  defined  as  : — (a)  Prescribing  the  standard  of 
strength,  quality,  and  purity  of  the  substances.  (b) 
Prescribing  the  method  of  determining  the  standard,  (c) 
Prescribing  units  of  standardisation,  (d)  For  additions 
to  the  schedule,  (e)  Prescribing  the  form  of  licences. 
(/)  Prescribing  the  conditions  of  manufacture  and  the  in- 
spection of  methods  and  plant,  (g)  For  prescribing  any- 
thing else  to  which  the  Bill  applies.  The  regulations  provide 
that  : — (a)  If  advertised  or  sold  as  a  proprietary  medi- 
cine, the  label  shall  contain  the  specific  information  by 
which  the  nature  of  the  substance  shall  be  known,  (b) 
The  date  of  manufacture  on  the  package  and  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  the  substance  after  the  expiration  of  that 
date,  (c)  Prescribing  the  form  in  which  it  shall  be 
offered  for  sale.  Then  follows  the  new  offences  to  which 
chemists  are  to  be  liable  if  any  is  manufactured  for 
sale,  or  if  he  fails  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions 
of  the  licence,  or  sells,  or  has  in  his  possession  for  sale 
any  therapeutic  substance  to  which  the  Bill  applies, 
knowing  it  to  have  been  manufactured  or  imported  in 
contravention  of  the  Bill  or  its  regulations,  or  fails  to 
comply  with  any  regulation ;  and  the  penalty  on  summary 
conviction  is  a  fine  not  exceeding  £100,  or  on  the 
second  conviction  to  such  a  fine  with  not  more  than 
three  months'  imprisonment.  There  are  several  points 
which  need  careful  consideration.  The  first  is  the  sub- 
stitution of  Acts  of  Parliament  for  the  authority  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  as  the  national  medicine  oook. 
The  Bill  is  altogether  unnecessary,  as  the  fullest  pro- 
vision could  have  been  made  for  covering  all  these  things 
without  creating  further  offences  by  the  bureaucratic 
method  of  regulations.  Had  there  been  any  abuse  in 
these  substances  in  times  past,  one  could  understand  this 
Bill ;  but  one  thing  is  quite  certain,  that,  so  far  as  the 
nature  and  substance  of  the  active  principle  is  known, 
or  potency  is  determined,  British  manufacturers  have 
always  sought  to  achieve  the  highest  standard  of  thera- 
peutic activity.  Anyone  who  was  present  at  the  evening 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  when  these  sub- 
stances, not  exactly  capable  of  chemical  standardisation, 
were  considered,  will  remember  that  in  the  discussion 
which  followed  there  was'  some  interesting  by-play 
between  at  least  two  members  of  the  meeting  when  they 
compared  notes  on  the  tests  applied  to  insulin.  Now 
we  are  to  have  these  tests,  which  have  not  secured  un- 
adulterated confidence  of  manufacturers,  converted  into  a 
weapon  of  offence.  If  we  take  the  preparations  known 
as  salvarsan  or  its  analogues,  surely  it  must  be  admitted 
that  the  present  method  of  dealing  with  them  has  led  to 
no  abuse,  nor  can  it  be  admitted  that  the  research  work 
on  the  principle  of  pituitary  for  injection  has  failed  10 
stimulate  manufacturers  to  a  higher  standard  without- 
invoking  the  aid  of  the  law.  All  this  has  been  done  in 
spite  of  the  authorities  on  the  subject  not  being  in  agree- 
ment on  the  subject.  It  must  be  conceded  that  there 
is  great  need  for  further  research  work  on  all  these 
substances  to  which  the  Bill  applies,  since  finality  has 
not  been  reached  ;  but  it  is  one  thing  to  be  aware  of  this 
and  another  to  be  able  to  get  any  nearer  in  accuracy 
by  special  legislation.  It  is  a  moot  point  whether  the 
meddling  of  officials  does  not  kill  that  enthusiasm  which 
is  the  basis  of  all  research.  The  principle  of  law  and 
regulation  in  these  things  is  wrong,  and  the  Bill  should 
be  resisted  by  those  affected,  as  it  is  likely  to  stifle  all 
progress  in  this  direction.  In  the  case  of  vaccines,  it 
should  be  noted  that  a  medical  man  may  prepare  these 
things  for  his  own  use ;  but  few  do  so,  and  the  proviso 
is  made  that  a  medical  man  may  prepare  them  at  the 
request  of  another  for  a  patient.    It  does  not  appear  to 


be  known  that  some  chemiste  have  laboratories  where 
these  medicaments  are  prepared  for  medical  men.  There 
may  not  be  many  laboratories,  but  it  is  as  well  to  know 
that  in  future  they  will  have  to  get  a  licence  if  this  Bill 
becomes  law,  since  the  Minister  of  Health  does  not 
recognise  them.  Another  provision  must  also  be  con- 
sidered which  affects  chemists,  and  that  is  the  one 
referring  to  sale  or  possession  for  sale  of  these  thera- 
peutic substances.  At  the  present  time  on  a  serum  there 
is  affixed  the  date,  and  in  some  of  the  rarer  substances 
a  vial  of  serum  may  be  left  over  after  the  original 
treatment.  This  is  usually  looked  upon  as  dead  stock, 
since  manufacturers  do  not  take  serums  back  in  these 
days.  It  has  been  known  in  more  than  one  instance  that 
a  medical  man  suddenly  called  upon  to  treat  a  fresh 
case,  has  preferred  the  apparently  stale  serum  rather  than 
postpone  the  beginning  of  treatment  until  a  fresh  supply 
can  be  obtained ;  especially  has  this  been  the  case  with 
some  of  the  serums  issued  by  foreign  biological  labora- 
tories. It  cannot  be  said  that  this  is  dangerous,  because 
there  is.  no  particular  moment  when  a  serum  becomes  in- 
active and  no  reason  why  at  11.59  p.m.  a  serum  can  be  sold 
with  impunity,  whilst  at  12.1  a.m.  the  sale  is  a  criminal 
offence  punishable  by  a  heavy  fine  and  imprisonment. 
Cases  are  on  record  where  out-of-date  serum  used  in  an 
emergency  has  been  very  helpful,  and  many  medical  men 
can  testify  to  the  truth  of  this  statement.  The  Bill  is 
another  piece  of  legislation  to  which  we  were  accustomed 
during  the  war,  and  it  ought  never  to  have  seen  the  light 
of  day  since  the  establishment  of  research  has  led  to  a 
higher  and  better  standardisation  and  appreciation  by 
all  those  who  have  to  use  these  substances.  Parliament 
cannot  make  research  better  appreciated ;  it  is  more  than 
likely  to  create  an  atmosphere  of  suspicion  and  kill  the 
very  spirit  we  require  to  foster.  In  any  case,  it  must 
surely  be  the  wish  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
protect  chemists,  scrutinise  the  provisions  of  the  Bill 
very  carefully  and  do  their  best  to  prevent  the  formation 
of  any  more  traps  for  the  unwary.  Chemists  themselves 
desire  to  be  let  alone  from  any  more  of  these  absurd 
attempts  by  legislative  action  to  meet  the  supposed  need 
of  curative  and  preventive  medicine. 

The  Wholesaling  of  Poisons 
IV.  Storage  and  Manufacture 

Home  Office  inspectors  created  quite  a  panic  among  a 
section  of  the  wholesale  drug  trade  about  six  months  ago 
by  inquiries  into  the  methods  adopted  for  keeping 
"  dangerous  "  drugs  in  particular  and  poisons  in  general. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  say  who  was  the  most  surprised, 
the  Home  Office  with  its  lay  view  of  poisons  being  so 
deadly  that  each  transaction  therein  must  appertain  to  a 
ceremonial  rite,  or  the  wholesaler,  who  had  never 
visualised  a.  poison-room  in  which  all  poisons  were  kept, 
irrespective  of  their  nature  or  bulk.  At  any  rate,  the 
inspectors  brought  pressure  to  bear  via  the  licensing 
conditions  for  "  dangerous  "  drugs,  to  centralise  the  keep- 
ing of  poisons  under  the  control  of  as  few  responsible 
persons  as  possible.  For  once  the  Home  Office  had  the 
law  upon  its  side,  but  they  used  the  wrong  regulations 
to  enforce  it.  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868 
applies  to  any  person  who  "  shall  fail  to  conform  with 
any  Regulation  as  to  the  keeping  or  selling  of  poisons 
made  in  pursuance  of  this  Act."  Such  regulations  as 
to  the  keeping  of  poisons  were  passed  and  authorised 
by  his  Majesty's  Privy  Council  on  January  31,  1899. 
Chemists  and  druggists,  whether  private  persons  or  limited 
companies,  are  required  thereby  to  observe  as  regards 
certain  specified  poisons  : — 

(1)  That  in  the  keeping  of  poisons  each  bottle,  vessel, 
box,  or  package  containing  a  poison  be  labelled  with  the

name  of  the  article,  and  also  some  distinctive  mark,  indi- 
cating that  it  contains  poison. 

|2)  Also  that  in  the  keeping  of  poisons  each  poison  be 
kept  in  one  or  other  of  the  following  systems: — ■ 

(a)  In  a  bottle  or    vessel  tied  over,  capped,  locked,  or 
otherwise  secured  in  a  different  manner  from  that  in ' 
which  bottles  or  vessels  containing  ordinary  articles  are' 
seeured  in  the  same  warehouse,  shop,  or  dispensary  ;  or 

(6)  In  a  bottle  or  vessel  rendered  distinguishable  bv 
touch  from  the  bottle  or  vessels  in  which  the  ordinary 
articles  are  kept  in  the  same  warehouse,  shop,  or  dis- 
pensary ;  or 

(c)  In  a  bottle,  vessel,  box,  or  package  kept  in  a  room 
or  cupboard  set  apart  for  dangerous  articles. 

Though  the  wholesale  drug  trade,  as  such,  is  not 
specifically  mentioned  in  the  regulations  given  above,  they 
have  invariably  conformed  to  the  principles  as  regards 
Part  I  poisons,  which  are  either  stored  in  the  poison- 
room  or  kept  under  lock  and  key  elsewhere.  In  practice 
it  is  impossible  to  make  large  containers  distinguishable 
to  touch,  and  these  are  so  often  in  use  that  the  paison- 
i'"om  becomes  the  only  practical  method  of  keeping. 
What  the  Home  Office  experts  were  unable  to  appreciate  : 
fully  is  the  fact  that  so  many  potent  poisons  are  in 
tvansit  to  and  from  store  or  in  course  of  manufacture. 
Keeping,  the  same  poison  in  two  different  places,,  such 
as  in  the  poison-room  and  the  galenical  laboratory,  was 
condemned.  This  applied  -  especially  to  preparations 
•covered  by  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  even  though  kept 
under  lock  and  key  in  both  places.  Explanations  that 
the -maker  of  poisonous  galenicals  in  common  demand 
must  have  a  reserve  to  cope  with  sudden  demand  or 
oversight  on  stock-keeper's  pact  was  waived  aside.  There 
are  many  points  in  favour  of  the  Home  Office's  view 
of  the  need  for  a  single  central  poison-room  under 
responsible  control,  which  should  mean  a  qualified  chemist 
and  druggist.  Public  welfare  requires  every  possible 
safeguard  being  taken  as  regards  the  distribution  of 
poisons.  It  is  only  natural  that  wholesalers  who  deal 
with  these  should  come,  to  regard  preparations  in  constant 
demand,  such  as  iin.  bellad.  meth.  and  the  chlorodynes 
(D.D.A.  or  otherwise),  much  in  the  same  light  as  ordinary 
galenicals,  though  the  very  fact  that  they  are  being 
dealt  with  in  quantities  representing  a  wholesale  number 
of  fata]  doses  should  warn  them  that  the  authorities  and 
public  alike'  would  expect  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
care  exercised  as  compared  with-  the  retailing  thereof. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  those  cases  in  which  drastic  cen- 
tralisation of  poisons  has  been  done,  the  working  "of  "this 
system  of  a  single  comprehensive  poison-room  for 
"dangerous"  drugs  -has  been  'quite  smooth  and  satis- 
factory, because  the- storekeeper  "who  has  the'  ability  to 
keep  the  complicated  registers  is  sufficiently  careful  and- 
competent  to  watch  his  stock  and  warn  the-  laboratory 
in  time  as  to  the  need  for  replenishment.  "  The  idea  of 
making  a  single  poison-room  for  all- poisons  is 'well"  worthy 
of  adoot-ion,  if  only  for  the  reason  that  it  is  necessary  to 
schedule  a  substance  as  a  poison.  The  only  persons  capable 
of  superintending  their  storage  are  pharmacists,  retail  or 
wholesale,  who  understand  their  character,  and  should 
store  them  safe  from  interference  by  untrained 
individuals.  The  manufacture  of  "  dangerous  "  drug 
preparations  is  another  matter  which  the  Home  Office  has 
sought  to  regulate  in  a  manner  difficult  to  reconcile  with 
their  legal  powers.  All  wholesale  house's "  make  a  ^con- 
siderable  proportion  of  such  alkaloidal  "  dangerous  " 
drugs  as  they  buy  into  preparations  which  may  or  may 
not  remain  within  the  scope  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts. 
Wholesale  pharmacy  is  usually  .somewhat  like  the  Chinese 
box,  with  each  inner,  container,  except  the  last  of  all, 
ever  containing  another.  With  one  eye  on  future' 
statistics,  the  Home  Office  wish'-  each  stage  of  -a  "  dan- 
gerous "  drug  preparation  (say  of  opium,  such  as  raw — 


medicinal — extract  or  tincture)  until  it  becomes  (like  tr. 
camph.  co.)  outside  the  Act,  to  be  within  the  purview  of 
the  central  control  rather  than  that  of  the  laboratory, 
even  though  the  latter  keeps  a  separate  record.  A  con- 
dition on  the  wholesalers'  D.D.A.  licence  states  that 
"  stocks  of  '  dangerous  '  drugs  must  be  kept  under  lock 
and  ke".  except  when  in  actual  use,  for  the  manufacture 
or  other  purpose  connected  with  the  business  of  the 
licensee,"  and  with  the  object  just  mentioned,  the  fore- 
going condition  was  actually  interpreted  to  mean  that  the 
preparation  must  be  made  under  lock  and  key,  either 
in  the  store  for  "  dangerous  "  drugs  itself,  or  in  the 
locked-up  laboratory,  or  in  a  locked  room,  in  the  case  of 
sueh  things  as  pills  and  tablets.  The  conditions  which 
it  was  attempted  to  impose  certainly  contravened  the 
Factory  Acts,  even  though  the  door  or  doors  were  locked 
from  the  inside,  so  that  the  occupier  could  let  himself 
out  in  case  of  emergency,  such  as  fire.  Tr.  chlorof.  •et' 
morph. .  B.P.  1885,  is  an  excellent  example  of  the  danger 
of  such  a  procedure.  The  finished  preparation  is  not 
much  below  the  D.D.A.  limit,  so  that  it  virtually  remains 
a  "  dangerous  "  preparation  until  completed.  Thus  in  a 
sixteen-gallon  batch  half  a  gallon  of  Scheele's  prussic 
acid  has  to  be  added  in  a  closed  room.  What  is  to 
happen  if  the  makers  should  have  a  "  spill  "  ?  The 
pressure  which  was  brought  to  bear  regarding  manu- 
facture behind  locked  doors  has  died  down  since  the  ' 
faux  pas  of  various  kinds  made  by  the  Home  Office  in 
regard  to  poison-law  interpretation  ,  have  come  to  light. 
We  trust  that  such  unsafe  ideas  will  not  be  revived.  If 
personal  control  of  "  dangerous  "  drug  manufacture  is., 
necessary,  surely  the  pharmacist  is  qualified  to  carry  this 
out  without  unnecessary  rigmarole  beyond  drawing  the 
"  dangerous  "  drug  from  the  store,  signing  for  it,  and' 
seeing  that  it  gets  to  its  proper  destination  in  the 
preparation  in  process.  A  further  check  would  be  a 
signature  for  delivery  of  the  quantity  of  the  finished 
product  delivered  to  store. 

The  Rise  in  Mercury 

The  successive  advances  noted  in  the  price  of  mercury  . 
within  the  last  three  weeks  have  been  the  subject  of  con- 
siderable interest  in  the  trade,  and  the  views  as  to  market 
possibilities  that  were  given  in  our  issue  of  March  22 
last  (pp.  411-412)  were  thus  fully  justified.  After  a  con- 
tinous  rise  with  quotations  at  one  time  last  week  standing 
at  about.  £14  Ids.  per  bottle  on  the  spot,  less  the.  usual 
discount,  the  market  temporarily  wavered,  ranging  from 
£13  15s.  to  £14,  but  prices  fumed  up  again,  to  the  top 
figure  mentioned,  near  the  close  of  last  week.  As 
remarked  in  our  last  week's  Trade  Report,  Italian  shippers 
advanced  their  terms  to  £13  10s.  .net,  c.i.f.  London,  for 
near  and  forward  shipment,  thus  clearly  indicating  their 
strong  attitude.  The  rise  on  the  spot  since  about  mid-. 
March  represents  quite  £4  per  bottle.  Two  strong  factors 
have  dominated  the  position,  the  enlarged  world's  con- 
sumption and  the  growing  scarcity  of  stocks.  The 
seriously  attenuated ,  reserve  stocks  in  producers'  hands, 
especially  in  Spain,, together  with  the  circumstances  under 
which  operations  are  said  to  be  held  up  at  the  Almaden 
mines,  are  naturally  calculated  to  keep  -the  market  in  a 
very  stringent  condition  for  a  rather  indefinite  period. 
The  position  here  is  exceedingly  tight,  as  apparent  from 
the"  Board  of  Trade  Returns  given'  below,  covering  the 
first  three  months  of  this  year  :—

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The  fact  deserves  notice  that  our  imports  for  the  first 
quarter  of  this  year  were  abnormally  small,  at  only 
3,C84  bottles,  or  at  the  rate  of  about  12,500  bottles  per 
annum,  against  34,352  battles  actually  imported  for  the 
past  year.  Prices  being  still  talked  higher,  this  keeps 
sellers  in  a  very  reticent  mood,  although  it  is  rather 
problematical  how  far  inflation  may  yet  proceed.  If, 
as  we  were  given-  to  understand  by  a  well-known  market 
authority  recently,  the  future  production  has  been  so 
heavily  engaged  ahead,  the  outlook  for  consumers  seems 
serious  at  present,  albeit  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  assume 
that  the  much  higher  prices  will  in  the  long  run  stimulate 
producers'  operations  and  presumably  lead  to  a  re-opening 
of  some  of  the  old  American  mines,  where  working  was 
suspended  during  the  last  few  years  on  account  of  the 
poorness  of  ore  and  consequently  unremunerative  con- 
ditions. The  enlargement  of  the  world-production,  how- 
ever, needed  to  cope  with  the  increased  consumption  and 
to  remedy  the  present  shortage  of  stocks,  "will  obviously 
take  some  time,  and  meanwhile  a  certain  amount  of  specu- 
lation has  been  attracted,  which  is  making  the  fillingof 
trade  requirements  more  .  irksome.  The  two  extreme 
figures  reached  on  the  London  market  within  the  last  ten 
years  were  £6  10s.  (in  1914)  -and  £27  per  bottle  (in 
1920).  In  the  past  year,  with  the  price  dipping  to 
£8  12s.  6d.,  the  market  thus  drifted  back  into  pre-war- 
records  as  a  result  of  rather  undue  apprehension  of  a 
temporary  excess  of  supplies.  The  average  price  for  the 
pre-war  year  1913  was  only  £7  9s.  6d.,  while  the  higher,* 
annual  average  price  for  the  five  years  previous  to  1913 
was  £8  16s.,  as  recorded  for  the  year  1910.  We  give 
below  the  U.K.  imports  and  re-exports,  together  with 
the  highest  and  lowest  points  touched  for  the  last  ten

Obviously  the  exceedingly  high  prices  ruling  for  some 
few  years  until  the  earlier  part  of  1920  caused  production 
to  be  considerably  increased,  and  stocks  undoubtedly 
accumulated  at  the  Continental  mines  during  1922.  The 
Italian  production,  then,  was  developed  well  ahead  of 
-the  Spanish  output.  This  resulted  in  very  keen  com- 
petition by  the  Italian  mines  in  the  course  of  last  year, 
when  at  the  same  time  the  large  stocks  which  existed 
at  the  Almaden '  mines  were  rapidly  disposed  of,  or  at 
least  reduced  to  abnormally  reduced  proportions.  This 
eould  hardly  have  been  achieved  but  for  the  increased 
consumption.  As  Spanish  competition  for  the  present 
has  been  largely  eliminated,  the  Italian  producers  are  well 
in  a  position  to  exercise  a  close  control  over  the  world's 
markets,  and  they  are  quite  likely  to  make  the  most  of 
their  opportunity. 

Dispensing  Doctors 

The  rulers  of  the  Swiss  Canton  of  Aargau  are  iconoclastic 
enough  to  doubt  the  ability  of  medical  men  to  compound 
mediant--,  and  to  demand  proof  of  their  knowledge  of 
dispensing.  In  future,  medical  practitioners  who  have 
qualified  prior  to  1912  will,  on  applying  for  permission 
to  dispense  medicines  to  their  patients,  have  either 
to  satisfy  the  Board  of  Health  that  they  have  personally 
dispensed  medicines  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  a  year 
without  giving  rise  to  any  complaints,  or  undergo  an 
examination  before  a  body  consisting  of  a  medical  officer 


of  health,  .a  dispensing  doctor  and  a  pharmacist.  The 
applicant  will  be  required,  first  of  all,  to  show  his  skill 
in  handling  scales  and  weights,  as  well  as  other  instru- 
ments used  in  preparing  and  dispensing  simple  medicines. 
This  part  will  be  followed  by  a  regular  examination  in 
prescription  work,  covering  the  usual  forms  in  which 
.therapeutic  agents  are  used,  and  intended  to  demonstrate 
the  would-be  dispensing,  doctor's  skill  in  mixing  together 
several  powders,  dispensing  divided  powders,  compound- 
ing mixtures,  such  as  solutions,  infusions,  decoctions, 
liniments. •  and,  finally,  in  making  up  ointments.  Phar- 
macopceial  preparations  will  be  selected  for  these  tests. 

Sale  of  Rectified  Spirit 

In  a  reply  to  a  correspondent  in  the  C.  &•  D.,  March  22, 
p.  428,  we  stated  that  "  through  the  intervention  of  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union"  the  quantity  of  rectified 
spirit  that  can.be  sold  (in  certain  cases)  by  chemists  was 
reduced  from  eight  oiuroes  to  five  ounces.  The  information 
was  not  an  unreasonable  inference  from  a  letter  placed 
before  the  Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom  on 
November  22,  1922,  but  Mr.  Mallinson,  secretary  of  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union,  writes  to  inform  us  that  the 
correspondence  (emanating  apparently  from  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association)  with  the  Board  of  Customs  and 
Excise  which  produced  the  letter  referred  to,  was  begun 
upon  the  information  from  a  Carlisle  chemist  that  the 
quantity  of  spirit  that  could  be  sold  in  the  manner  indi-r 
cated  had  already  been  reduced.  This  entirely  absolves 
the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  from .  having  taken  any 
part  in  causing  the  re-consideration  of  the  subject  by  the 
Board  of  Customs-  and  Excise  that  led  to  the  decision  to 
reduce  the  maximum  quantity  of  spirit  that  could  be  sold 
at  a  time.  It  also  shows  that  in  cases  where  decisions 
arc-  arrived  at  affecting  the  whole  drug-trade  it  is  advisable 
to  communicate  them  directly  to  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist, so  that  the  trade  can  know  that  alterations  in  pre- 
vious practice-  have  taken  place. 


A  Rare  Mortar 

We  give  an  illustration  of  a  fine  bronze  mortar  of  the 
Italian  Renaissance  period.  This  was  bought  a  week  or 
two  ago  by  a  pharmacist  in  a  West-End  sale-room.  It 
is  "5  in.  high  and  5j|  in.  in  diameter  at  the  rim,  and 
was  the  largest,  and  most  striking  specimen  of  a  group 


of  six  which  came  under  the  hammer.  The  knob  handle 
is  most  uncommon,  and  the  peculiar  upper  initial  is,  no 
doubt,  the"  "  mark  of  approval"  of  some  skilled  metal 
worker  over  four  centuries  ago,  when  master  craftsmen 
in  the  various  arts  made  it  a  habit  to  use  an  identifica- 
tion-mark.

Mr.  Smith  :  I  have  seen  it  stated  that  all  names 
would  appear  on  the  list,  and  that  it  was  for  those  who 
would  be  exempt  to  see  that  they  were  exempt. 


Pharmacy  Examiner  Appointed 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Storey,  seconded  by  Mr.  Nugent, 
Dr.  C  W.  Robinson,  M.P.S.I.,  was  re-elected  an  examiner 
for  the  Pharmacy  Division  of  the  Final  examination. 

Method  of  Appointments 

Mr.  Hanna  proposed  :  "  That  no  appointment  of 
examiner  be  made  later  than  the  third  mouth  before  the 
examination  to  which  the  appointment  refers."  He  said 
his'  resolution  referred  merely  to  appointments  arising 
from  automatic  retirements.  He  wanted  to  avoid  any 
trouble,  6uch  as  had  occurred  recently.  .  When  an 
examiner  had  held  his  last  examination,  his  successor 
should  "be  appointed  immediately,  and  the  appointment 
should  not  be  deferred  to  the  last  meeting. 

Mr.  Lee  said  that  to  put  the  matter  in  order  he  would 
second.  He  suggested,  however,  that  Mr.  Hanna  should 
alter  the  wording  of  the  resolution. 

Dr.  Walsh  said  that  by  adopting  the  resolution  they 
would  be  appointing  one  examiner  before  the  other  had 
retired.    He  did  not  think  they  should  do  that. 

Mr.  Watson  said  the  passing  of  the  resolution  would 
give  the  Council  less  time  to  consider  an  appointment- 
two  months  less  than  otherwise. 

Mr.  Fitzpatrick  :  Would  Mr.  Hanna  put  in  the  adver- 
tisement earlier  ? 

Mr.  Hanna  :  I  want  room  for  the  Council  to  postpone 
the  election  if  necessary. 

The  Registrar  stated  that  owing  to  the  fact  that  he 
had  been  ill,  and  that  there  was  extreme  pressure  of 
work,  the  advertisement  on  the  last  occasion  had  been 
delayed,  though  it  had  been  published  in  good  time. 

The  President  suggested  that,  in  view  of  what  the 
Registrar  had  said,  there  was  no  necessity  for  the 
resolution. 

Mr.  Hanna  then  agreed  to  withdraw  the  motion.

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Council  Candidates 

There  are  nine  candidates  for  the  seven  positions  on 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  which  fall  vacant  in  May,  one  of  the  ten  who 
were  nominated  (Mr.  A.  E.  Marsh,  Ph.C.  Leicester) 
having  withdrawn  his  candidature.  In  addition  to  the 
seven  retiring  members,  all  of  whom  offer  themselves  for 
re-election,  Mr.  Thomas  Hardy,  Maryport,  and  Mr.  F.  A. 
Lawman.  Chiswick,  London,  W.,  have  entered  the  contest. 
We  have  asked  the  candidates  to  favour  us  with  their 
views  on  pharmaceutical  politics,  and  propose  to  publish 
these  as  promptly  as  considerations  of  space  allow. 

Mr.  Ernest  T.  Neathercoat, 

President  of  the  Society  since  1920,  is  the  proprietor  of 
businesses    at    Weybridge    and    Oatlands    Park.  Mr. 

Neathercoat  was  educated  at 
Soham  Grammar  School,  and 
was  apprenticed  to  the  late 
Mr.  W. .  Lincolne,  Ely.  After 
studying  at  the  Bloomsbury 
Square  School  of  Pharmacy, 
at  which  he  won  several 
medals  and  certificates,  he 
passed  the  Qualifying  exami- 
nation in  1901  and  the  Major 
in  the  following  year.  He 
then  established  himself  in 
business  at  Weybridge,  w-here 
in  the  course  of  time  he  has 
become  prominent  in  public 
affairs.  In  recent  years  Mr. 
Neathercoat  has  been  ap- 
pointed a  Commander  of  the 
Mr.  Ernest  T.  Neathercoat  Order  of  the  British  Empire 
and  a  justice  of  the  peace. 
He  was  President  of  the  Thames  Valley  Pharmacists' 
Association  in  1909,  and  in  the  same  year  was  returned 
to  the  Society's  Council,  in  his  first  contest,  at  the  head 
of  the  poll.  From  1914  to  1919  he  was  Vice-President 
of  the  Society.  In  reply  to  our  request  ^or  his  views  on 
pharmaceutical  politics,  Mr.  Neathercoat  writes  : — 

^peaking  generally,  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  need 
for  me  to  elaborate  my  views  on  these  questions,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  my  opinions  on  the  big  issues  in  phar- 
macy to-day  are  well  known,  or  should  be  well  known, 
to  pharmacists  in  all  parts  of  Great  Britain,  because 
they  have  been  outlined  in  my  public  speeches  fairly 
extensively. 

I  think  the  outstanding  feature  of  the  activities  of  the 
Society  to-day  is  that  the  Society  stands  in  a  higher 
place  than  at  any  other  period  of  its  history  in  the 
confidence  and  good-will  of  its  members  throughout  Great 
Britain.  Its  membership  reached  its  high-water  mark 
last  year,  and  its  prestige  with  the  various  Government 
Departments  of  State  (with  which  it  is  brought  into  con- 
tact in  its  administrative  capacity)  probably  has  never 
been  more  pronounced  than  at  the  present  time.  Whilst 
the  Society  itself  is  on  the  up-grade,  correspondingly 
there  is  a  general  all-round  improvement  in  the  practice 
of  pharmacy,  from  its  professional,  social  and  scientific 
aspects. 

In  my  judgment,  the  policy  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  with  regard  to  education  and  registration  is 
entirely  on  the  right  lines.  The  educational  standards  of 
pharmacy  must  be  continually  advancing  with  the  ad- 
vance of  educational  matters  generally,  and  must  be  in 
keening  therewith.  I  am  of  -the  opinion  that  the  time  is 
rapidly  coming  (probably  it  has  already  arrived)  when 
the  Society  should  devote  its  efforts  to  bringing  about 
some  uniform  system  in  connection  with  the  pupilage  of 
its  apprentices  and  students  and  the  regulation  of  their 
draining  from  the  first  day  of  their  entrance  into  the 
calling.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  institution  of  a  degree 
in  pharmacy  at  the  University  of  London,  coupled  with 
an  all-round  improvement  in  the  educational  and  social 
standards  of  our  students,  would  go  a  long  way  to  raise 
the  practice  of"  pharmacy,  not  only  in  the  opinion  of  the 
public  authorities,  but  also  in  the  minds  of  the  general 
community.  I  am  also  satisfied  that  the  branch  organisa- 
tion scheme  of  the  Society  lias  brought  pharmacists  (scat- 
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tered  as  they  are  in  all  parts  of  Great  Britain)  into 
closer  direct  contact  with  the  headquarters  of  the  Society, 
and  has  enabled  them  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  the 
Society's  activities. 

Mr.  Thomas  Hardy 

commenced  his  career  in  pharmacy  in  1891,  when  he 
was  apprenticed  at  Maryport.  After  experience  as 
assistant  with  Mr.  H.  Bartlett, 
Banbury,  he  passed  the  Quali- 
fying examination  in  1898,  and 
then  purchased  the  business  of 
Mr.  R.  W.  Watson,  Maryport. 
Mr.  Hardy  was  appointed  a 
justice  of  the  peace  for  ihe 
county  of  Cumberland  in  1921, 
and  in  various  ways  he  has  for 
some  time  past  taken  a  pro- 
minent part  in  local  public 
affairs.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Cumberland  County  Coun- 
cil, and  was  recently  the  sub- 
ject of  a  cartoon  in  the  "  West 
Cumberland  News."  At  the 
recent  R.P.U.  election  Mr. 
Hardy  was  re-elected  to  the 
Executive.  In  response  to  our  request,  Mr.  Hardy 
writes  : — 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  reasons  in 
asking  for  the  support  and  the  votes  of  the  electors  in 
the  forthcoming  Pharmaceutical  Council  election  : — 

(1)  Having  previously  contested  on  two  occasions,  the 
support  received  has  been  such  as  to  encourage  me  to 
enter  the  fray  again,  as  an  increased  response  was  made, 
over  2,100  members  recording  in  my  favour,  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast. 

(2)  Being  of  opinion  that  all  shades  of  pharmacy 
should  be  adequately  represented  on  the  Council,  it  is 
desirable  that  a  retail  pharmacist,  knowing  the  require- 
ments of  the  country  chemists  from  a  practical  point  of 
view,  should  be  available. 

(3)  While  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  educational 
standard  of  pharmacy  should  be  maintained,  it  is,  in  my 
opinion,  necessary  to  take  active  steps  to  educate  the 
general  public,  and  Government  Departments,  to  the 
important  part  pharmacy  does  and  is  destined  to  play  in 
the  life  and  health  of  the  community;  and  I  am  in 
favour  of  a  continued  educational  propaganda  being- 
adopted,  so  that  a  public  demand  will  be  made  for  the 
full  recognition  of  the  province  of  pharmacy.  That  in 
public  institutions,,  all  dispensing  shall  be  performed  by 
or  under  the  supervision  of  a  certificated  qualified  phar- 
macist. That  in  the  Army,  Navy,  and  other  Government 
offices,  the  standard  shall  be  that  of  a  commissioned 
officer,  and  shall  rank  for  pension  on  that  standard.  From 
the  experience  gained  in  public  life,  in  the  offices  which 
I  have  been  privileged  to  occupy,  I  hope  to  be  able,  if 
elected,  to  further  the  interests  of  pharmacy  and  phar- 
macists, and  for  this  reason  have  the  temerity  to  ask  for 
the  support  of  all  pharmacists. 

Mr.  Marsh  Withdraws 
Mr.  A.  E.  Marsh,  Ph.C,  Leicester,"  replies  to  our  letter 
as  follows  :— 

Seeing  that  the  whole  of  the  seven  retiring  councillors 
are  again  offering  themselves  for  election,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  neither  my  branch  nor  I  am  opposing 
either  individual  members  or  their  policy,  I  do  not  feel 
justified  in  pressing  my  candidature  at  this  election. 
Consequently,  as  soon  as  I  became  aware  that  this  was 
so,  I  wrote  to  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  and  withdrew. 
Unfortunately  my  name  must  go  forward  in  the  voting 
paper,  as  the  by-laws  make  no  provision  for  withdrawal. 
Therefore  I  will  be  greatly  obliged  if  you  will  give  this 
letter  prominence  in  your  paper,  so  that  members  may 
refrain  from  voting  for  me.

Insurance  Act  Dispensing 

Record  of  matters    concerning    Chemists'    interests    in  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 
Manchester. — A  meeting  of  chemists  on  the  Manchester 
Panel  was  held  at  the  Houldsworth  Hall  on  April  10. 
Mr.  F.  W.  Bates,  J.P.,  who  occupied  the  chair,  explained, 
that  the  meeting  had  been  called  "  to  consider  the  pro- 
posals in  connection  with  the  revision  of  the  terms  of 
service  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts."  He 
was  very  sorry  and  disappointed  to  see  such  a  meagre 
attendance.  But  evidently  the  majority  of  Manchester  panel 
chemists  were  either  satisfied  with  the  work  their  leaders 
did  for  them,  or  they  were  content  with  their  present  rate 
of  payment.  He  said  the  period  suggested  for  the  length 
of  their  contracts  was  three  yeais,  and  it  was  a  matter 
<pi  the  utmost  importance  to  the  drug  trade,  and  one  lor 
which  they  must  decide  either  for  or  against.  The  secre- 
tary (Mr.  A.  Hershberg)  then  read  a  report  outlining 
the  chief  points  that  had  arisen  during  tne  past  year. 
Mr.  J.  Bell  proposed  that  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  be  asked  to  press  for  the  6d.  dispensing  fee. 
This  was-  carried  unanimously.  Mr.  Haines  expressed 
the  opinion,  that  some  effort  ought  to  be  made  to  ensure 
that  when  mixtures  of  the  size  of  20  .oz.  were  ordered  an 
extra  fee  should  be  allowed.  A  long  discussion  on  the 
inadequate  payment  on  insulin  and  vaccines,  etc.,  took 
place,  and  a  .proposition  that  an  increased  fee  of  3d. 
extra  should  be  made  in  respect  of  all  these  articles  was 
passed  unanimously.  Mr.  J.  H.  Nidd  proposed:  That  the 
meeting  record  its  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of.  the 
executive  to  improve  the  terms  of  service,  and,  having 
taken  all  points  into  consideration,  is  prepared  to  accept 
the  terms  as  outlined  in  the  Ministry's  letter  for  three 
years  as  from  May  1,  1924;  it  accepts  the  proposals,  and 
urges  the  R.P.U.  to  endeavour  to  obtain  6d.  minimum 
and  pro  rata  fee  on  serums,  vaccines  and  insulins,  6d.  dis- 
pensing fee  for  liquid  medicaments,  the  issue  of  the  tariff 
monthfy,  and  not  quarterly  as  proposed. by  the  Ministry. 
This  was  unanimously  carried.  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
voted  to  the  officers  and  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Middlesex.— The  bi-monthly  meeting  of  the'  Insurance 
Committee  was  held  on  April  7,  Mr.  J.  D.  Cooper  (vice- 
chairman)  presiding.  The  Finance  and  General  Purposes 
.  Committee  reported  payment  of  accounts  amounting  to 
£44,975  6s.  Amongst  them"  were  the  following  on  the 
drug,  account  :— To  chemists  for  December  accounts, 
£4,428  16s.  lid. ;  to  practitioners  for  emergency  drugs, 
£9  lis.  lOd. ;  for  insulin,  £4  9s.  6d.  ;  ditto,  to  practitioners, 
£2  10s.  6d. ;  payment  to  a  chemist,  November  and 
December  accounts,  £1  9s.  8d. ;  ditto  to  two  practitioners 
for  emergency  drugs,  £3  13s. ;  to'  chemists,  January 
-accounts,  £5,768  15s.  9d. ;  second  contribution  to  Joint 
Pricing  Committee  on  account  of  expenses,  1924,  £442; 
.to  practitioners  in  respect  of  dispensing,  for  patients  for 
the  first  quarter,  1924,  £226.  The  estimated  expenditure 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  the  current  year, 
amounting  to  £800,  was  approved.  The  total  number 
of  dispensing  chemists  on  the  panel  was  307.  Since 
January  22  there  have  been  four  resignations  from  and 
four  admissions  to  the  .panel.  The  Pharmaceutical  Service 
Subcommittee  reported  that  they  had  held  an  inquiry  into 
a  question  between  an  insured  person  and  a  firm  of 
chemists  on  the  panel.  The  chemist  had  demanded  4d. 
for  the  bottles.  The  patient's  wife,  understanding  that 
the  charge  was  not  authorised,  went  to  the  chemist 
herself  and  asked  for  the  prescription  to  be  returned.  As 
the  medicine  was  made  up,  the  chemist  refused.  An 
altercation  ensued,  during  which  the  chemist  called  for  a 
policeman,  and  informed  him  that  the  insured  person's 
wife  was  creating  a  disturbance.  The  chemist's  represen- 
tative said  the  woman  made  herself  very  objectionable  in 
the  shop,  calling  the  chemist,  among  other  things,  '.'  a 
miserable.  Jew,"  to  which,  as  a  Scotsman,  be  strongly 
objected.  As  the  chemist  was  acting  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  in  asking  a  deposit,  the  subcommittee 
recommended  that  the  case  be  dismissed.    The  Finance 


and  General  Purposes  Subcommittee  submitted  a  report, 
of  an  inquiry  held  regarding  the  high  cost  of  pricing 
.prescriptions  by  the  South-Eastern  Pricing  Bureau.  The 
Inquiry  Committee  pointed  out  that  the  comparison  so 
often  made  between  one  office  and  another  is  fre- 
quently misleading  and  generally  inaccurate  so  far  as 
costs  are  concerned.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  in 
making  the  comparison"  the  only  two  facts  employed  are 
the  total  cost  of  the  office  for  the  year  and  the  number 
of  prescriptions  priced  in  respect  to  that  year;  the  figure 
then  available  is  the  cost  per  1,000  prescriptions,  which 
is  compared  with  that  of  other  pricing  offices.  In  making 
a  comparison  based  on  numbers  of  prescriptions,  the 
following  factors  at  least  should  be  taken  into  account: 
Number  of  committees  included  in  the  division  which  the 
pricing  offices  represents ;  the  amount  of  preliminary  cleri- 
cal work  undertaken  by  chemists;  and  the  number  of  items 
on  prescriptions — the  number  of  items  ordered  on  pre- 
scriptions which  are  not  included,  in  the  official  tariff 
and  pricing  chart  is  also  a  factor  which  must  be  taken 
into  account ;  the  number  of  local  formularies  used  by 
the  various  committees.  Perhaps  the  most .  important 
factor  to  be  considered  when  comparing  one  pricing  office 
with  another  is  that  of  the  number  of  doctors  .  whose 
prescriptions  are  priced  and  of  chemists  whose  accounts 
are  dealt  with  by  the  pricing  office  concerned.  The 
South-Eastern  office  has  a  larger  number  of  doctors  and 
chemists  than  any  other  pricing  office.  The  number  of 
doctors  exceed  any  other  office  by  671,  and  it  has  some 
490  more  Insurance  accounts  to  prepare  for  chemists 
every  month  than  any  other  office. 


Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  held  at  18 
Tavistock  Square,  London,  W.C.I,  on  April  10.  The 
Committee  considered  a  suggestion  in  regard  to  approach- 
ing the  Chancellor  of  the  Excheauer,  with  a  view  of 
securing  a  reduction  of  the  medicine-stamp  duty.  The 
Committee  were  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  inopportune 
to  make  any  approaches  to  the  Chancellor  on  the  subject. 
In  regard  to  the  expressed  view  that  once  an  article 
has  been  placed  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list  the  initial  rate 
of  profit  allowed  by  the  manufacturers  should  always  be 
maintained,  the  view  of  the  Committee  is  that  in  certain 
circumstances  this  would  be  unfair  to  the  manufacturers, 
but  might  also  have  the  effect  of  ensuring  that  owners 
of  proprietaries,  '  when  placing,  their  articles  on  the 
P.A.T.A.  list,  would  grant  only  the  lowest  rate  of  profit 
which  the  Counc:l  would  accept,  and  would  thus  prove 
to  the  disadvantage  of  the  retailer.  Arising  out  of  the 
Council's  decision,  taken  at  the  January  meeting,  that 
Messrs.  Piver's  face  powders  be  deleted  from  the  pro- 
tected list,  Messrs.  Piver  notified  members  of  the  whole- 
sale section  that  in  future  they  (Messrs.  Piver)  would 
refuse  to  supply  these  goods  to  any  member  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  wholesale  section.  The  Committee  considered 
that  unless  Messrs.  Piver  modified  their  attitude  in  regard 
to  members  of  the  section  it  would  be  necessary  to  request 
the  firm  to  remove  from  the  protected  list  the  remainder 
of  their  articles.  The  Committee  have  considered  Messrs. 
Piver's  reply,  which  indicates  no  departure  from  the 
policy  they  had  announced,  and  recommend  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  powder,  Messrs.  Piver's  other  goods  be  deleted 
from  the  list. 

In  regard  to  the  adoption  of  a  distinctive  design  or 
label  for  P.A.T.A.  goods,  the  manufacturers'  section 
consider  that,  having  demonstrated  their  support  of  the 
principle  of  price  maintenance  by  joining  the  Association, 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  every  retailer  is  supnlied 
with  a  full  list  of  articles  which  are  on  the  P.A.T.A., 
they  may  reasonably  expect  the  retailer  to  take  the  small 
amount  of  trouble  necessitated  by  consulting  the  list 
when  in  doubt  as  to  whether  an  article  is  protected. 
Thev  view  with  disquietude  these  repeated  requests  as 
indicating  a  lack  of  interest  and  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  of  the  manufacturers  to  guarantee  their  profite. 
The  Committee  fully  endorsed  these  views. 
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Photographic  Notes 

By  a  Pharmaceutical  Camerist 

Postcard  Enlargements 

With  the  present  craze  for  roll-film  cameras  of  small 
dimensions,  there  is  sooner  or  later  the  desire  aroused 
for  a  larger  picture,  especially  when  an  extra  good  nega- 
tive is  obtained,  and  although  the  customer  will  not  always 
run  to  an  enlarger,  there  is  still  a  chance  of  pleasing 
him  and  doing  more  business.  The  dealer's  motto  in  these 
cases  should  be:  "Push  Postcard  Prints."  These  turn 
out  excellent  views  of  a  decent  size,  can  be  done  at  a 
reasonable  price,  and  if  the  business  warrants  it  a  vertical 
projection  printer  of  one  of  the  new  types  is  not  really 
an  expensive  outlay.  By  its  aid  postcard  enlargements 
can  be  made  with  no  more  difficulty  than  contact  prints. 

Instantaneous  Exposures  on  Autochromes 

A  method  used  by  M.  Ninck  ("  Bulletin  de  la  Societe 
Franeaise  de  Photographie,"  1923,  12,  345)  for  hyper- 
sensitising  Autochrome  plates,  while  not  giving  the  same 
degree  of  sensitiveness  as  that  of  M.  Monpillard  (C.  &  D., 
II,  1922,  p.  467)  has  the  advantage  in  that  the  keeping 
qualities  are  far  superior  and  the  results  legular.  The 
working  solution  is  prepared  as  follows  :— 

Alcoholic  solution  of  Pantochrome  (1  :  2,500)  3  c.c. 
Solution  of  silver  chloride  in  ammonia  (2%)  1  c.c. 
Distilled  water     ...       ...       ...       ...       ...    150  c.c. 

The  silver  chloride  and  the  solution  must  be  prepared 
and  kept  in  a.  non-actinic  light.  After  immersing  the 
plate  in  the  solution  for  five  minutes  it  should  be  dried 
as  quickly  as  possible.  The  light-filter  should  contain 
2  gm.  of  sesculine  per  square  metre.  In  the  January 
issue  of  the  same  Journal  M.  Ninck  finds  that  the 
formula  requires  slight  modification,  and  suggests  that 
instead  of  1  c.c.  of  a  2  per  cent,  solution  of  silver 
chloride  in  ammonia,  0.8  c.c.  of  a  4  per  cent,  solution 
should  be  used.  The  temperature  of  the  bath  should 
preferably  be  between  15°  C.  and  18°  C. 

Fellowship  of  Critical  Photographers 

A  novel  scheme,  under  the  style  of  Fellowship  of 
Critical  Photographers,  the  aim  of  which  is  to  foster 
self-criticism  as  a  means  to  the  production  of  better 
work  among  amateurs,  has  been  devised  by  Criterion, 
Ltd.  The  Fellowship  comprises  three  grades  of  member- 
ship— graduate,  associate,  and  full  membership,  to  qualify 
for  the  last  of  which  the  worker  must  secure  an  aggre- 
gate of  75  marks  in  competitions  throughout  the  year. 
A  silver  medal  is  awarded  on  the  attainment  of  this 
status.  The  competitor  obtaining  the  highest  marks  in 
the  year  receives  a  silver  plaque  (18  in.  by  12  in.)  and 
is  known  as  Senior  CP.  for  the  year.  If  the  distinction 
is  gained  in  a  subsequent  year,  a  silver  bar  is  added 
to  the  plaque.  Full  particulars  are  obtainable  from  the 
Secretary,  Fellowship  of  Critical  Photographers,  Stech- 
ford,  Birmingham. 

Amateur  Cinematography 

The  note  on  this  subject  in  the  C.  &  D.,  March  8, 
p.  347,  recalls  that  about  three  years  ago  a  camera  of 
French  manufacture  and  designed  for  ordinary  photo- 
graphy as  well  as  cinematography  was  put  on  the  market, 
but  the  whole  output  was  purchased  for  America.  As 
inquiries  on  the  subject  of  amateur  cinematography  are 
not  unlikely,  a  few  particulars  •  regarding  this  French 
apparatus  may  be  useful.  The  camera,  "  The  Sept," 
uses  standard-size  film,  which  is  manufactured  by  Kodak, 
Ltd.,  and  each  spool  provides  250  pictures.  At  any 
place  on  the  film  moving,  time  or  instantaneous  exposures 
may  be  made.  "  The  Sept  "  measures  4  in.  by  5  in. 
by  6  in.,  it  has  a  direct-vision  and  brilliant  view-finders, 
and  no  tripod  is  required.  When  the  negative  has  been 
developed  it  is  necessary  to  make  the  positive,  but  as 
standard  size  film  is  employed  a  special  type  of  pro- 
jector is  not  essential.  The  agents  in  this  country  are 
General  Engineering  &  Export  Co.,  Ltd.,  24-26  Maddox 
Street,  London,  W.I. 


Two  New  Cameras 
Taking  advantage  of  the  brief  spells  of  sunshine  during 
the  week-end,  I  have  been  testing  two  new  fixed-focus 
roll-film  cameras,  the  Ensign  Cadet,  2£  in.  by  If  in., 
and  the  Ensign  roll-film  reflex  2{  B,  3£  in.  by  2^  in., 
made  by  Houghtons,  Ltd.  Both  cameras  are  "uphol- 
stered "  in  brown,  antique  leather  finish,  have  nickel 
fittings,  and  retail  at  8s.  6d.  and  £1  18s.  6d.  respectively. 
The  Cadet  allows  time  and  instantaneous,  and  the  reflex, 
in  addition,  permits  "  bulb  "  exposures.  The  latter  is 
also  fitted  with  bushes  for  use  with  a  tripod.  It  would 
be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  devise  a  simpler 
apparatus  than  the  Cadet.  As  regards  the  reflex,  the 
most  striking  feature  of  this  instrument  is  the  mechanism 
which  enables  the  picture,  up  to  the  instant  of  taking, 
to  be  seen  on  the  screen  through  the  full  aperture  of 
the  lens.  On  pressing  the  "  button  "  the  //ll  stop  auto- 
matically comes  into  position,  and  the  exposure  takes 
place.  I  chose  such  subjects  as  might  reasonably  be 
taken  by  an  amateur,  and  in  nearly  every  case  obtained 
good  results.  One  or  two  of  the  "  snaps  "  were  on  the 
thin  side ;  but  this  is  the  fault,  of  the  weather,  and 
intensification  and  appropriate  gaslight  paper  will  give 
l'esults  well  up  to  standard.  The  direct  vision  view- 
finder  on  the  Cadet  and  the  screen  on  the  reflex  proved 
quite  accurate.  Both  cameras  are  well  built,  and  can  .be 
recommended  to  customers  with  confidence.  The  smaller 
one  should  make  a  special  appeal  on  account  of  its 
simplicity  and  price,  while  the  larger  one  offers  advan- 
tages which  are  generally  associated  with  instruments 
costing  far  more. 


Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 

Bournemouth. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Bourne- 
mouth Branch  was  held  at  Gervis  Hall  on  April  11,  when 
the  officers  and  committee  were  re-elected,  and  Mr.  Victor 
Scampton  appointed  the  official  representative  for  this 
Branch  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Bournemouth 
Chamber  of  Trade.  Mr.  A.  J.  Worth  congratulated  Mi'. 
Hubert  J.  Martin  on  his  success  at  the  recent  election  to 
the  R.P.TJ.  Executive.  He  paid  a  tribute  to  Mr.  Martin's 
devotion  to  work  on  behalf  of  pharmacy  and  his  single- 
minded  desire  to  be  of  service  to  fellow-members  of  his 
craft.  In  submitting  his  report  of  attendances  at  the 
annual  conference,  the  delegate,  Mr.  Cartledge,  said  he 
was  much  impressed  by  the  evidence  of  work  done  by  the 
officers  and  by  the  Executive  Committee.  He  felt  sure 
if  members  "realised  what  a  strong  weapon  for  negotiation 
this  organisation  provided  for  them  that  they  would  take  a 
still  deeper  interest  in  and  more  frequently  attend  the 
branch  meetings.  The  discussion  on  the  new  Insurance 
terms  elicited  a  strong  feeling  that  the  payment  for 
"  serums,  vaccines  and  Insulin  "  should  be  differently 
treated.  It  was  felt  that  for  the  benefit  of  the  insured 
person  the  physician  should  have  authority  to  counter- 
sign the  prescription  for  any  special  expenses  incurred. 
The  meeting  expressed  disapproval  of  a  quarterly  tariff, 
but  would  agree  to  the  price  per  "  pound  "  being  calcu- 
lated to  the  nearest  penny  on  condition  that  fractions 
of  a  penny  of  0.5  or  over  should  always  go  "  up." 

Exeter. — A  meeting  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 
(Devon  Branch)  was  held  on  April  2,  Mr.  W.  E.  Hollows 
presiding.  A  vote  of  congratulation  was  passed  to  Mr. 
P.  F.  Rowsell  on  heading  the  poll  at  the  Executive 
election.  Mr.  D.  A.  Evans  and  Mr.  F.  March  (delegates) 
gave  a  detailed  report  on  the  Conference,  and  were 
thanked  for  attending.  Regret  was  expressed  at  Mr. 
D.  A.  Evans's  approaching  departure  from  Devon  for 
Dorset,  and  a  vote  of  appreciation  of  his  valuable  and 
vigorous  services  was  accorded. 

Halifax. — The  Halifax  Branch  met  at  the  Oxford  Cafe 
on  April  9,  Mr.  L.  Chambers  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Mr.  N.  Armitage  reported  on  the  London  conference. 
While  it  was  agreed  that  the  standard  of  which  the 
chemists'  service  was  deserving  had  not  been  reached,  the 
meeting  was  prepared  to  accept  the  terms  on  a  three  years' 
basis.

To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
In  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

In  view  of  the  approach  of  the  Easter  holidays,  there  is 
little  of  interest  to  report  in  the  Mincing  Lane  produce 
markets.  So  far  as  drugs  and  essential  oils  are  con- 
cerned, a  feature  is  the  rapid  rise  in  American  pepper- 
mint oil,  the  market  having  been  somewhat  excited  at 
the  source.  Cascara  sagrada  is  still  very  bullish,  and 
a  further  slight  rise  has  taken  place  in  hydrastis;  senega 
is  firm,  and  ipecacuanha  is  quiet.  Madras  turmeric  and 
balsam  tolu  are  cheaper.  Menthol  and  mint  oil  are 
quiet,  the  former  being  the  turn  cheaper.  Calumba  has 
been  selling  more  freely  of  late.  In  pharmaceutical  chemi- 
cals the  spot  market  remains  quiet,  while  the  Continental 
position  continues  to  harden.  Ammon.  bromide  is  still 
tending  higher ;  hexamine  is  firmer  ■  guaiacol  crabonate- 
and  resorcin  are  steadier.  Among  industrial  chemicals 
business  is  mostly  for  small  lots,  with  the  market  under- 
tone steady.  Lead  products  are  cheaper,  these  including 
acetate,  litharge,  red  and  white  lead.  Pyridin  is  very 
active  on  a  rising  market  on  account  of  the  fact  that  it  is 
the  new  denaturant  of  methylated  spirit.  The  Board 
of  Trade  returns  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  so 
far  as  chemicals,  drugs,  etc.,  are  concerned,  make  a 
favourable  comparison  compared  with  those  of  the 
previous  year,  the  exports  being  valued  at  £6,799,201, 
or  £688,000  more;  imports  of  chemicals,  drugs,  etc.,  were' 
valued  at  £3,498,000,  or  £81,000  less.  Drugs,  medicines, 
and  medicinal  preparations  were  £75,000  more  at 
£737,874,  which  is  satisfactory.

Menthol  has 
advanced  by  $1.00  per  lb.  to  $14.50.  and  peppermint  oil 
in  tins  has  advanced  25c.  to  $4.40  per  lb.  Cascara 
sagrada  has  advanced  to  33c,  and  copaiba  to  32c. 
Mercurials  are  dearer ;  calomel  is  now  $1.17,  and  corro- 
sive sublimate  93c.  per  lb.  Gentian  is  dearer  at  9c.- 
Curacoa  aloes  is  lower  at  9^c.  per  lb.,  and  taraxacum 
root  has  declined  to  35c.  par  lb. 

Bergen,  April  16. — The  total  catch  of  cod  for  the 
whole  of  Norway  since  the  opening  of  the  season  amounts 
to  33,900,000,  against  32,900,000  for  the  corresponding 
week  of  last  year,  and  the  yield  of  steam-refined  medi- 
cinal oil  is  70,339  hectolitres,  against  64,001  hectolitres 
last  year.

Calumba. — There  were  no  landings  during  March, 
while  the  deliveries  amounted  to  1,334  bags,  leaving  a 
stock  of  7,266  bags,  against  10,872  bags.  The  above 
deliveries  show  that  a  fair  amount  of  buying  has  taken 
place  lately.  For  fair  natural  sorts  in  original  bales, 
dealers  quote  up  to  12s.  6d.  per  cwt.

— There  was  a  further  advance  reported  early 
this  week  in  the  terms  demanded  by  Italian  shippers  for 
new  shipment  to  fully  £13  15s.  c.i.f.  net  London,  and 
this  has  helped  to  consolidate  the  market  on  the  spot 
at  the  recent  considerable  advance.  Sellers'  ideas  in  the 
early  part  of  this  week  were  about  £14  5s.  to  £14  10s. 
per  bottle,  less  the  usual  discount,  which  is  justified  on 
present  import  costs,  and  there  is  no  eagerness  to  take 
orders  so  far.

To  arrive, 
there  are  sellers  of  April-June  at  8^d.  per  lb.  c.i.f.,  and 
May-July  at  8|d.  c.i.f.  London. 

Rubber  is  quiet,  with  very  little  interest  this  week.  The 
tone,  however,  is  quite  steady,  in  spite  of  the  absence 
of  business.  The  selling  combination  which  we  hinted 
at  recently  as  likely  to  come  into  being  in  the  near  future 
is  still  spoken  of,  but  up  to  the  present  nothing  definite 
has  been  decided.  The  steady  market  on  this  side  has  not 
so  far  tempted  buying  from  America,  and  we  learn  from 
authoritative  quarters  that  there  are  still  very  heavy 
stocks  of  manufactured  articles  in  existence  over  there. 
The  demand  for  "off  grades"  is  still  very  good,  and 
with  the  reluctance  shown  by  importers  to  sell  at  the 
present  parity,  supplies  are  not  easily  obtainable. 
Arrivals  exceeded  deliveries  last  week  by  140  tons.  The 
London  stock  now  stands  at  55,274  tons.  Quotations 
(Tuesday,  5  p.m.)  :  No.  1  standard  crepe  and  ribbed 
smoked  sheet,  spot  and  April,  Is.

Sicilian  Essential  Oils 

According  to  a  recent  report  from  Messina  regarding 
Sicilian  essences  this  season,  many  factors  have  had  a 
marked  influence  on  essential  oils.  The  normal  yield  of  oil 
from  citrus  fruits  has  not  been  realised.  Adverse  weather 
conditions  have-  'educed  the  quantity,  so^  that  only  75  per 
cent,  has  been  obtained.  In  spite  of  this,  however,  there 
is  no  scarcity,  and  buyers  could  readily  be  supplied  from 
e>isting  stocks.  For  some  time,  however,  growers  have  been 
reluctant  to  sell,  and  as  soon  as  buyers  have  desired  to 
cover  their  commitments  rates  have  been  raised. 

Madagascar  Ant  Wax 

The  American  Consul  at  Tananariv  reports  that  recently 
considerable  activity  has  taken  place  in  the  gathering  and 
exportation  of  a  product  called  "  lokombitsika,"  a  wax 
produced  principally  in  the  Province  of  Fort  Dauphin,  in 
the  southern  part  of  Madagascar.  Its  exportation  has  of 
late  been  confined  to  France,  where  it  has  been  employed 
in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  varnish  and  possibly 
for  other  purposes.  The  gathering  season  would  appear  to 
be  from  June  to  September,  and  the  average  quantity 
now  being  produced  or  secured  is  reported  to  be  about 
50  to  75  tons  annually.  The  material  is  stated  to  be  formed 
'on  the  branches  of  trees  in  the  forests  by  a  kind  of 
ant  insect.  In  1922  only  5.034  lb.  were  exported,  but  for 
tho  first  six  months  of  1923  shipments  totalled  105,281  lb., 
of  which  101,841  lb.  were  shipped  during  the  June  quarter. 
.There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  local  market  transactions 
in  the  wax,  the  exports  thus  far  having  been  made  princi- 
pally by  one  firm.  The  average  price  at  which  this  wax 
can  be  gathered  or  purchased,  from  the  natives  is  about 
two  francs  per  kilo.  The  export  value  as  fixed  for  Customs 
purposes  is  about  one  franc  per  kilo. 

Russian  Sugar  Industry 

A  Report  published  by  the  Russian  Sugar  Trust  states  that 
110  sugar  refineries  were  in  operation  during  the  past  year, 
the  total  output  up  to  December  16,  1923,  amounting  to 
19,771,071  poods  of  white,  and  384,000  poods  of  yellow  sugar. 
The  nine  establishments  privately  leased  produced  a  .total 
of  920  0C0  poods  of  brown  sugar.  Conservative  estimates 
place  the  total  yield  of  Russia's  production  of  sugar  during 
the  past  year  at  22,000,000  poods,  an  enormous  decrease 
compared  with  the  outmit  in  1913  and  1914,  which  amounted 
to  68,740,000  poods,  and  129,730.000  poods,  respective'y.  At 
the  end  of  the  month  of  December,  1923.  the  Sugar  Trust 
reported  a  deficit  of  2,500,000  roubles,  and  was  obliged  to 
appeal  to  the  State  Bank  for  financial  assistance.  This  has 
been  granted,  and  the  amount  advanced  is  to  be  repaid  by 
refunding  2g  roubles  to  the  State  Bank  on  ever-"  pood  of 
sugar  sold  by  the  Trust.  In  view  of  the  satisfactory  result 
of  last  year's  production,  which,  it  is  stated,  exceeded  ex- 
pectations, it  was  possible  to  reduce  the  price  to  15  gold 
roubles  a  pood,  and  recently  the  Petrograd  department  of 
the  Sugar  Trust  proposed  a  further  reduction,  to  13.75  and 
12.50  roubles,  according  to  quality,  and  9.95  roubles  for 
brown  sugar.  However,  for  the  present  there  is  no  likeli- 
hood of  Russia  being  in  a  position  to  export  sugar.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  fact  must  not  be  overlooked  that  the  Soviet 


Government  promised  to  supply  sugar,  in  quantities  fixed 
by  agreement,  to  certain  countries — Persia,  the  Caucasus, 
etc. — and  now  since  the  inland  production  is  assumed  to  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  for  home  consumption, 
the  Board  of  the  All-Russian  Commissariat  for  Economics 
recommends  that  permission  be  granted  to  export  sugar 
without  any  restrictions  to  Persia,  Afghanistan,  Turkey  and 
Western  China. 

Sicilian  Sulphur  and  Olive  Oil 
In  consequence  of  the  agreement  concluded  between  .  the 
Sicilian  Sulphur  Consortium  and  the  three  American  com- 
panies, the  Sicilian  industry  has  considerably  benefited,  and 
during  the  past  year  the  production  of  sulphur  increased 
by  83^809  tons,  the  output  amounting  to  206,238  tons,  against 
137  640  tons  in  1922.  Exports  of  sulphur  from  Sicily  totalled 
217'l72  tons,  compared  with  133,263  tons  in  1922,  while  the 
total  stocks  in  hand  on  December  31,  1923,  amounted  to 
245,201  tons,  against  274,830  tons  at  the  end  of  1922.  Great 
Britain  figures  first  on  the  list  of  importers  of  Sicilian 
sulphur  with  61,550  (1922:  21,959)  tons.  In  their  report, 
G  Scaccianoce  &  Co.  ("  Revue  des  Produits  Chimiques, 
February  29)  state  that  Great  Britain  purchased  large  quan- 
tities of  inferior  qualities  of  sulphur  for  the  manufacture 
of  sulphuric  acid,  thereby  ridding  the  Consortium  of  stocks 
which  were  difficult  of  disposal.  Italy  took  31,293  tons 
(1922:  25,448),  followed  bv  France  with  29,472  tons  (1922: 
16  358),  while  Greece  and  Turkey  purchased  19,115  tons 
(1922  :  '20,961).  With  regard  to  olive  oil,  it  is  stated  that 
the  production  during  the  past  year  in  Italy  and  m  Sicily 
amounted  to  scarcely  one-eighth  of  that  of  the  preceding 
year  Further,  as  is  usual  in  bad  years,  the  quality  of  the 
oil  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  although  prices- are  very 
ni°-h  However,  large  stocks  are  still  available  from  the 
1922-1923  harvest,  which  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands 
for  the  home  market.  In  consequence  of  the  failure  of  the 
oiive  crop,  very  small  quantities  of  oil  obtained  by  extrac- 
tion with  carbon  disulphide  were  produced;  there  are  no 
stocks  of  this  grade  available  since  very  large  amounts 
were  exported  last  year,  particularly  to  the  United  States. 

London  Dock  Rates 

In  a  reply  to  Lord  Ritchie's  letter  in  "  The  Times  " 
referred  to  last  week  (C.  <£•  D.,  April  12,  p.  533),  Mr.  E.  B. 
Tredwen  (Chairman  of  the  Merchants'  Section  and  1  reasurer 
of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce)  suggests  that  the 
traders  should  not  allow  their  strength  to  be  dissipated 
by  being  put  off  singly,  but  should  continue  to  act  m 
unison.  Lord  Ritchie  can,  without  any  question  of  amour 
propre  submit  to  representatives  of  the  traders  the  figures 
upon  which  the  Port  of  London  Authority  have  based  then- 
increases.  "  I  understand  that  Lord  Ritchie  has  been  invited 
to  do  this,  but  has  not  seen  his  way  to  accept  the  invitation. 
IE  he  has  not  seen  his  way  to  submit  these  figures  to  the 
traders  as  a  whole,  is  it  to  be  expected  that  he  Will  submit 
the- figures  to  individual  trades?  It  is  well  known  that 
when  last  year  the  Port  Authority  introduced  their  Bill 
asking  for  permanent  increased  charging  powers,  many 
competent  commercial  authorities  took  the  view  that  there 
was  no  justification  for  the  Bill.  The  trading  .  interests 
refrained  from  opposition  in  reliance  upon  the  .insertion 
o:  a  revision  clause  in  addition  to  other  safeguards  in  the 
Port  Authority  statutes,  and  it  now  remains  to  be 
seen  whether *  those  safeguards  are  .  satisfactory,  or 
whether  those  responsible  for  protecting  the  traders 
interests  should  not  have  maintained  their  opposition  to 
the  whole  Bill.  One  loss  suffered  by  the  traders  is  apparent : 
under  the  procedure  of  the  1920-1922  Act  full  information 
would  have  been  placed  at  'he  disposal  of  the  traders.'  — 
At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Transportation  Committee  of 
the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  of  delegates  of  the 
various  London  Trading  and  Mercantile  Associations,  which 
formed  the  recent  deputation  to  the  Port  of  London 
Authority  on  the  increased  Port  rates,  resolutions  were 
passed  recording  dissatisfaction  with  the  reply  made  by 
the  deputy  chairman  of  the  Port  of  London  Authority  to 
•th:i  complaints  of  the  deputation.  The  meeting  also  re- 
quested the  Council  to  make  complaint  that  the  Port  rates 
o-.i  goods  for  which  no  services  are  rendered  _  and  which 
are  unaffected  by  labour  costs  have  also-  been  increased  to 
the  statutory  maxima,  and  to  urge  the  Minister  to  make  a 
new  provisional  order  under  Clause  13  of  the  Port  of 
London  (Consolidation)  Act,  1920.  reducing  by  a  percentage 
"  the  Port  Rates  schedule."  Those  associations  contem- 
plating independent  complaint  to  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
are  to  be  approached  by  the  chairman-  with  a  view  to  their 
joining  with  the  Chamber  and  its  constituent  associations. 
The  resolutions,  it  is  understood,  were  subsequently  endorsed 
by  the  Council  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce.

Purchasing  Drugs  for  China 

Sir, — In  your  issue  of  February  16,  "Quid  Pro  Quo  " 
submits  a  list  of  mercurials  and  bismuth  salts,  with  the 
prices  in  Mexican  currency,  as  an  offset  to  the  prices  sub- 
mitted in  my  letter  of  October  16,  1923  [C.  &  D.,  Novem- 
ber 17).  Your  correspondent  states  that  we  in  the  Pekin 
Union  Medical  College  are  not  buying  in  the  cheapest 
market.  If  I  am  allowed  to  add  10  per  cent,  to  his 
prices  to  cover  all  the  extra  charges,  including  transport 
from  the  railway  station  to  our  College,  I  find  that,  taking 
unit  quantity  of  each  of  the  ten  items  mentioned  in  hie 
letter,  the  total  price  would  be  $46.79,  whereas  taking  my 
own  prices  of  October  16  the  total  value  would  be  $50.20 
a  difference  of  $3.41,  or,  roughly,  6  per  cent.  The  item 
which  accounts  for  the  difference  in  price  is  hydrarg. 
iodid.  rub.,  showing  a  $3.70  increase,  and  as  this  is  an 
item  we  are  preparing  ourselves  in  the  laboratory  now,  at 
a  greatly  reduced  price,  it  can  be  ruled  out  in  our  calcula- 
tions-. On  the  other  hand,  if  we  were  ordering  the  items 
listed  by  your  correspondent  from  home,  our  requirements 
of  hyd.  iodid.  rub.  would  be  small  compared  with  some 
of  the  other  items,  and  consequently  our  total  expenditure 
would  be  less  than  his  (all  charges  included).  Might  I 
point  out  that  if  price  lists  for  North  China,  are  clearly 
marked  "  via  Siberia  "  we  receive  them  here  in  Peking  in 
twenty-two  days — not  five  weeks  or  more.

Over-production  of  Proprietaries 

Sir, — There  can  be  no  doubt  that  pharmacy,  on  the 
whole,  is  having  a  very  lean  time,  more  so  than  the 
average  retail  trades.  Many  things  contribute  to  this 
state  of  affairs,  but  it  is  proposed  to  deal  only  with 
one  cause — the  multiplication  of  proprietary  lines  which 
tie  up  a  large  amount  of  capital.  This  is  one  of  the 
chief  ailments  of  the  drug  business,  and  is  a  most  difficult 
problem.  It  is  probable,  however,  that  a  careful  study 
of  fundamental  business  methods  could  reduce  stock  lines 
by  at  least  a  third,  with  practically  no  loss  of  customers. 
It  is  surprising  how  little  the  retail  chemist  appreciates 
the  fact  that  he  could,  to  a  great  extent,  dominate  the 
proprietors  of  the  various  articles  which  at  present  the 
chemist  thinks  he  is  forced  to  stock  to  meet  public 
demand. 

Many  have  experienced  a  loss  caused  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  a  new  proprietary  article,  which  has  been  adver- 
tised for  a  short  period  and  allowed  to  stagnate  after 
a  stock  has  been  obtained  to  meet  a  temporary  demand. 
It  cannot  be  sufficiently  emphasised  that  the  selling  points 
of  a  preparation,  and  the  advertising  campaign  of  the 
proprietors,  must  be  carefully  analysed  before  the  article 
becomes  a  regular  stock  line.  All  chemists  are  familiar 
with  those  phrases  :  "  Join  in  our  extensive  advertising 
campaign  and  obtain  your  share  of  the  magnificent 
profits,"  or  "  Order  now  and  take  advantage."  And 
what  do  we  find  ?    That  these  campaigns  are  often  short, 


if  sharp — and  then  silence.  The  "sale  or  return"  bogy, 
without  extensive  advertising,  is  only  an  advantage  while 
the  account  remains  unpaid.  After  that  it  means  tying 
up  capital  that  could  be  used  to  better  advantage.  When 
next  a  commercial  traveller  discusses  his  firm's  advertis- 
ing campaign,  ask  him  for  full  particulars;  how  long  is 
it  to  last,  and  what  papers,  etc.,  are  being  used  as  a 
medium.  A  sales  manager  will  be  only  too  pleased  to 
supply  all  the  information  required ;  if'  not  just  at  the 
moment,  he  will  when  the  scheme  is  launched.  From 
the  answers  given  it  does  not  need  an  advertising  expert 
to  judge  whether  the  article  will  be  worth  keeping  in 
stock,  as  all  are  familiar  with  the  pulling  power  of  the 
Press.  Ask  the  representative  to  show  his  samples  of 
advertising  matter,  which  he  should  carry.  If  satisfied 
that  it  will  prove  profitable  to  stock  the  articles  do  not 
be  advised  to  order  on  a  largo  scale  for  the  sake  of 
a  little  more  profit.  There  is  plenty  of  time  for  that 
when  it  is  found  that  the  demand  warrants  it.  The 
question  of  profit  is  always  a  sore  point,  and  has  trapped 
many  a  chemist  into  keeping  worthless  stock.  In  many 
cases  a  traveller  has  only  to  mention  80  per  cent,  or 
100  per  cent,  profit  for  him  to  walk  out  of  the  shop 
smiling.  It  has  been  said  that  "  if  advertising  you 
can  sell  anything."  This  is  a  fallacy,  for  experience 
teaches  that  the  public  is  the  deciding  factor.  An  article 
retailing  at  Is.  3d.  or  Is.  6d.  and  offering  such  profits 
as  mentioned  leaves  little  doubt  as  to  the  quality  and 
possibilities  of  steady  sales.  Some  articles,  such  as  pills, 
will  allow  that  profit,  but  the  majority  will  not.  For 
example,  toilet  preparations,  many  carrying  a  registered 
name,  are  entered  on  the  protected  list  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  at  8s.  to  10s.  per  doz. 
m.w.p. ,  the  m.r.p.  being  Is.  3d.  to  Is.  6d.  An  adver- 
tised line  at  10s.  per  doz.  wholesale,  with  which  display 
matter  is  offered,  cannot  cost  more  than  4s.  to  produce. 
As  many  toilet  preparations  are  in  opal  pots  or  fancy 
bottles,  the  price  of  these,  including  labels,  boxes-,  etc., 
leaves  little  payment  for  the  cost  of  the  contents.  Mass  pro- 
duction certainly  lowers  costs,  but  there  are  only  a  few 
well-known  manufacturers  who  can  claim  that  privilege. 
The  "  get-up  "  of  a  preparation  is  mostly  a  matter  of 
taste,  but  chemists  are  usually  able  to  form  an  opinion  of 
the  real  worth  of  an  article  as  a  selling  point.  The 
terms  offered  are  important  factors,  and  if  the  proprietors 
have  confidence  in  their  productions  they  will  allow  full 
credit  for  all  goods  not  sold  within  sixty  days  from 
date  of  invoice.  They  should  also  allow  full  credit  for 
damaged  goods  if  that  condition  is  caused  through  no 
fault  of  the  retailer.  Most  will  agree  that  50  per  cent, 
on  cost  is  a  satisfactory  working  profit,  and  many  trust- 
worthy articles  that  are  well  advertised  offer  that 
percentage. 

More  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  chemists  them- 
selves would  do  a  lot  towards  checking  over-production. 
The  secretaries  of  the  local  associations  should  make  full 
_  inquiries  regarding  the  introduction  of  a  new  line,  and 
advise  all  members  as  to  the  result.  Too  much  stress 
is  generally  laid  upon  losing  customers  through  not  carry- 
ing stock  of  new  articles.  It  should  be  understood  that 
a'  good  steady  trade  has  not  been  created  on  the  sale 
of  advertised  lines  only,  but  more  on  "  personality  " 
behind  the  counter  with  good  service.  Customers  will 
always  patronise  the  shop  where  they  find  these  qualities. 
The  shop  is,  moreover,  the  biggest  factor  that  the  pro- 
prietor of  an  article  has  to  consider.  It  is  capable  of 
reducing  as  well  as  increasing  sales.  Although  the  public 
decides  the  quality,  the  shopkeeper  by  co-operation  can 
either  make  or  mar  the  business  of  an  advertised  pro- 
prietary.— Yours  truly,

Insurance  Dispensing 

Sir, — Looking  through  your  latest  price  list,  I  was 
mildly  surprised  to  find  spread  plasters  still  quoted  as 
regards  size  in  the  old  time-worn  fashion.  It  is  now 
some  years  since  I  did  any  Insurance  dispensing,  and 
one  of  the  first  absurdities  I  noticed  was  that  referred 
to  in  your  issue  of  April  12  by  "  Contractor."  I  have 
always   had   the  strongest  objection  to   waste  of  any 
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kind,  and  of  course,  as  your  correspondent  says,  although 
we  may  use  up  4-in.  strips  of  emp.  adhesiv.  or  saponis, 
it  is  another  thing  altogether  in  respect  to  emp.  bella- 
donnas, etc.  I  wrote  at  the  time  strongly  on  the  matter, 
though  I  believe  that  the  order  12  in.  by  12  in.  need 
not  in  any  case  be-  taken  literally.  If  you  supply 
144  sq.  in.  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  law 
woiald  be  served.  This  is  a  matter  that  ought  to  have 
t>een  threshed  out  with  the  Insurance  Committees  ten 
years  ago.  I  am  constrained  to  the  belief  that  phar- 
macists are  as  a'body  absolutely  hopeless.  They  grumble 
and  growl,  often  with  very  good  reason,  but  never  make 
any  effort  at  reform.  I  was  in  a  pharmacy,  a  short 
while  ago,  of  an  old  acquaintance  who  subscribes  to 
the  pharmaceutical  Press — evidenced  by  the  piles  vof 
weekly  issues,  unopened  !  He  said  he  never  had  the 
time  to  read  them,  which  may  account  in  part  for  the 
fact-  that  his  pharmacy  presents  exactly  the  same  appear- 
ance as  it  did  thirty-five  years  ago..  For  my  part,  if 
I  do  not  read  my  C.  &  D.  every  week,  carefully  from 
cover  to  cover  or  nearly  so,  I  am  sure  to  find  sooner 
or  later  that  I  have  missed  something  useful.  I  take 
it  that  the  surplus  mentioned  by  "  Underpaid  "  belongs 
to  the  Insurance  members  of  approved  societies.  A 
surplus  which  might  have  yielded  something  to  the 
chemist  has,  I  fancy,  been  already  appropriated  .  on 
behalf  of  the  doctors.  This  surplus  is  easily  accounted 
for,  and  has  been  built  up  by  those  members  who  have 
never  made  any  sort  of  claim  under,  the  Act  and  have 
refused  to  join  any  panel.  In  short,  quite  a  lot  of 
money  has  been  collected  from  the  pockets  of  people 
who  will  never  see  any  benefit  from  their  compulsorily 
acquired  contributions.  I  have  seen  several  Insurance 
cards  of  people  who,  formerly  members  of  approved 
societies,  have  dropped  out  and  found  themselves  placed 
among  the  deposit  contributors'  section — i.e.,  they  may 
or  mav  not  pay  their  weekly  lOd.  at  the  nearest  post 
office.  A  great  many  do  not,  for  various  reasons, 
trouble  to  do  anvthing.  Those  cards  I  have  been  shown 
intimate  that  sums  from  £6  to  £10  are  available,  but 
not  for  the  use  of  these  people,  except  under  conditions 
that  are  not  likely  to  be  carried  out — e.g.,  the  payment 
of  back  contributions.  It  would  not  be  a  difficult  matter 
to  pay  panel  pharmacists  a  decent  remuneration  ;  but, 
unless  this  is  insisted  upon  and  made  a  condition  of 
service,  it  will  not  materialise. — Yours,  etc., 

Naretev  (14/4). 

Sir, — I  am  pleased  to  see  that  you  draw  special  atten- 
tion to  that  part  of  the  proposed  new  tariff  which 
provides  no  reimbursement  of  out-of-pocket  expenses  for 
obtaining  special  preparations.  If,  for  example,  some 
special  item  is  required  urgently  from  a  firm  with  which 
the  chemist  has  no  account,  it  means  at  least  7^d.  as  a 
minimum  outlay,  and  more  if  a  messenger  has  to  be  sent 
to  fetch  it,  and  therefore  shows  a  complete  loss  on  the 
transaction.  It  is  granted  that  these  cases  are  not  many 
compared  with  the  total  number  of  scripts  dispensed, 
but  a  particular  medical  man  frequently  has  a  penchant 
for  prescribing  out-of-the-way  drugs,  and  in  such  a  cafe 
it  is  verv  hard  on  the  pharmacist  who  dispenses  the 
bulk  of  his  prescriptions. — Yours,  etc.,

Insurance  Prescribing 

Siiv—  This  prescription  (N.H.I.)  was  brought  in  to 
me  the  other  dav  : — "  Hydrogen,  perox.  10  vol.  3vj.  Ft. 
gutt<e.  Signa  :  Two  drops,  three  times  a  day,  in  the  ear." 
Nearly  one-and-a-half -years'  treatment  on  one  prescrip- 
tion, and  for  that  I  get  5d.  Yes,  brother  pharmacist,  I 
also  thought  he  intended  3vj.,  so  I  purposely  'phoned 
him,  and  to  my  surprise  he  said  it  was  3vj.  he  wanted. 
Franklv  I  felt  ashamed  to  dispense  it.  Handing  it  over, 
I  explained  to  his  patient  that  it  was  not  intended  as 
a  medicine,  but  as  drops  for  the  ear.  It  is  really  lucky 
for  the  drug  fund  that  the  Minister  of  Health  recently 
turned  down  the  proposal  for  extra  remuneration  for 
increase  in  the  number  of  doses,  otherwise  my  cheque  at 
the  mouth  end  might  have  enabled  me  to  retire  for  life.

Legal  Queries 

H.  W.  C.  (9/4). — Toilet  preparations  are  not  liable  to 
medicine-stamp  duty  provided  there  is  no  recommendation 
for  ailments  on  the  label  or  in  the  advertisements. 

li.  G.  M.  (7/4). — The  sale  of  the  pessaries  referred  to  in 
the  publications  of  Dr.  Marie  Stopes  is  not  illegal.  Medical 
and  pharmaceutical  opinion  is  divided  as  to  the  ethics  of 
the  sale  of  these  articles. 

G.  A.  (9/4).— Meat  and  malt  wine  made  from  the 
formula  you  mention  would  not  be  saleable  without  a 
licence  as  a  medicated  wine.  Some  so-called  meat  and 
malt  wines  escape  duty  because  they  do  not  contain  more 
than  three  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit. 

W.  S.  J.  (5/4).— A  bond-fide  statement  on  the  label  of 
the  compo'sition  of  a  corn  paint  is  an  alternative  method 
to  the  one  usually  adopted  of  referring  to  a  formula  in  a 
standard  work  of  reference.  A  chemist  can  sell  such  a 
preparation  unstamped  as  a  "  known,  admitted  and 
approved  "  remedy. 

Thesco  (4/4). — So  far  as  we  know  the  title  you  nropose 
to  give  to  the  health  salts  is  legally  unobjectionable.  If 
"'  fruit  powder  "  means  anything  it  means  a  powder  con- 
taining fruit,  but  errati.;  as  public  analysts  are  in  theiu 
ideas,  we  do  not  think  they  would  expect  the  saline  to 
consist  of  powdered  lemons  and  grapes. 

-  H.  (4/4).— (1)  The  Order  in  Council  regulating  the 
labelling  of  preparations  containing  Part  I  poisons  has  not 
yet  been  issued,  so  that  it  is  not  possible  to  answer  defi- 
nitely your  inquiries  as  to  labelling.  (2)  A  wholesale  house 
carrying  on  business  as  a  limited  company  may  sell  poisons 
direct  to  the  public  provided  that  the  provisions  of  Sect.  3 
(4)  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  are  carried 
out. 

J.  J.  S.  (4/4)  hs'i  converted  his  business  into  a  private 
limited  company,  of  which  he  and  his  wife  are  directors. 
Is  it  n;ceS'5ary  to  hive  any  other  directors?  Should  the 
title  be  changed  on  the  facia  and  labels?  [No  other 
directors  need  be  appointed.  It  is  necessary  that  the 
fact  that  your  business  belongs  to  a  company  with  limited 
liabilitv  should  be  known  to  any  person  from  whom 
ycu  seek  credit.] 

Taxed  (14/4)  asks  if  the  inspector  of  income-tax,  to 
whom  full  particulars  of  income  have  already  been  fur- 
nished, is  entitled  to-  insist  on  seeing  his  bank  pass-book. 
[He  is  not.  The  position  is  this  :  If  the  inspector  does 
not  get  such  particulars  as  satisfy  him  that  "  Taxed's  " 
return  is  coirect,  he  may  assess  on  a  higher  figure'than 
that  returned,  and  if  this  is  appealed  against  the  Com- 
missioners who  hear  the  appeal-  may  confirm  the  inspec- 
tor's assessment  unless  evidence,  by  way  of  books  or 
otherwise,  is  put  before  them  to  show  that  the  assess- 
ment is  excessive.] 

D.  L.  (25/3). — The  wines  official  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, are  regarded  by .  the.  Board  of  Customs  and 
Excise  as  medicinal,  and  if  sold  as  medicines  do  not  need 
a  wine  licence.  Other  compounded  wines  containing  ati 
least  one  grain  of  quinine  per  oz.  are  also  medicinal,  and 
saleable  by  chemists  without  a  licence.  A  class  of  prei 
parations  which  are 'being  sold  as  wines  without  requiring 
a  licence '  do  not  contain  a  sufficient  proportion  of  proof* 
spirit  to  become  alcoholic  beverages,  but  it  is  probable 
that  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  could  te  invoked  to 
prevent  misdescription  of  these  products. 

G.  F.  M.  (8/4). — The  hours  of  closing  retail  shops  are 
regulated  by  the  Shops  Act,  1912,  under  Sect.  5  of  which 
orders  can  be  made  that  shops  of  a  par+icular  class  must) 
close  at  a  time  agreed  upon,  which  is  not  to  be  earlien 
than  7  p.m.  A  later  enactment,  the  Shops  (Early  Closing) 
Act,  1920,  continues  tin  early  closing_  regulation,  10B  of 
the  Defence  of  the  Realri  Act,  by  which  no  shop  may  be 
open  after  8  p.m..  on  each  week-day  except  Saturu^y,  upon 
wbicb  day  the  hour  is  9  p.m.  These  Acts  do  not  prevent) 
the  sale  after  closing  hour  of  medicine  or  medical  or 
surgical  appliances  so  long  as  the  shop  is  kept  open  and 
lighted  only  for  such  time  as  is  necessary  for  serving  the 
customer. 
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Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  ua 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

S.  T.  S.  (24/3).— We  are  unable  to  reply  to  your 
inquiry  as  to  the  action  of  cream  of  tartar  upon  meat. 
It  requires  experimental  work  for  which  we  cannot  find 
time. 

W.  E.  D.  (7/4).— (1)  Eusol.— To  one  litre  of  water  add 
12.5  grams  of  bleachmg-powder,  shake  vigorously,  then 
add  12.5  grams  of  boric-acid  powder  and  shake  again. 
Allow  to  stand  for  some  hours,  preferably  overnight,  then 
filter  off  and  the  clear  solution  is  ready  for  use.  (2) 
Chlorine  water  is  seldom  employed  internally  in  jnedical 
practice.  A  gargle  containing  chlorine  is  used  in  cases 
of  malignant  sore  throat,  the  chlorine  being  generated  by 
the  action  of  hydrochloric  acid  on  potassium  chlorate. 

Axon  (4/4). — (1)  Formulas  for  codeia  cough  mixtures 
were  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  October  13,  p.  517.  (2)  We 
do  not  undertake  the  analysis  of  anonymous  samples. 

R.  F.  S.  (18/3). — Oxygen  bath  salt. — Wright's  process 
for  preparing  oxygen  baths  consists  in  adding  to  20  to 
30  gallons  of  water  at  88°  F.  to  100°  F.  about  10  oz.  of 
sodium  perborate  sprinkled  over  surface.  The  catalyser 
is  then  added  in  the  same  way.  This  consists  of  manga- 
nese borate,  1  oz.  ;  sodium  bicarbonate,  2  oz.  Oxygen  is 
evolved  in  from  half  to  one  minute  and  continues  for 
twenty  minutes. 

G.  G.  R.  (7/4). — Dyeing  raffia. — The  medium  for  the 
dyes  with  which  the  raffia  is  coloured  should  be  aqueous 
solution  of  shellac.  This  is  made  by  boilmff  shellac  1  oz., 
borax  1  oz.  in  water  2  pints  until  the  shellac  is  dis- 
solved. In  this  liquid  the  dye  should  be  dissolved.  It 
will  be  necessary  to  make  a  few  experiments,  as  the 
borax  may  affect  some  of  the  colours  used.

The  glycerite  of  yolk  of  egg,  formerly  official  in  th« 
United  States>  Pharmacopoeia,  consists  of  fresh  yolk  of 
egg,  4^  parts  rubbed  in  a  mortar,  with  glycerin  5£  parts, 
added  gradually.  The  emulsion  can  be  flavoured  and 
medicated  with  hypophosphites  in  the  same  manner  as 
cod-liver  oil  emulsion.  The  premanence  of  the  emulsion 
depends  upon  the  thoroughness  with  which  the  ingredients 
are  mixed.  A  modern  emulsifier  will  quickly  turn  out  a 
good  emulsion  with  such  a  formula  as  the  above.  Calcium 
lactate  can  be  added  if  required,  but  the  object  of  the 
addition  is  not  apparent  to  us.

Pharmaceutical  Legislation  in  Ireland 

The  King  and  Queen's  College  of  Physicians  of  Ireland 
has  drawn  up  a  pharmacy  Bill  which  it  proposes  to  introduce 
into  Parliament.  The  practical  result  of  this  Bill,  if  passed, 
would  be,  of  course,  to  extend  the  orjerations  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  to  Ireland,  and  it  would 
fellow  from  it  that  the  only  alternative  for  the  present 
chemists  and  druggists  in  that  country  to  gain  registration, 
otherwise  than  by  passing  the  curriculum  of  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall,  would  be  to  pass  the  minor  examination  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  Bill  in  no  way  proposes 
to  recognise  any  right  of  exemption  which  the  existing  drug- 
gists may  think  they  possess,  as  did  the  Phai-macy  Act  wheia 
it  was  applied  to  Great  Britain.  It  is  for  the  Irish  druggists 
to  decide  whether  they  will  join  in  advocating  the  passing 
of  the  Physicians'  Bill.  As  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  neither 
the  Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  Ireland  nor  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  both  of  which 
parties  are  interested  in  this  sugs-ested  arrangement,  have 
been  consulted  in  the  matter.  Neither  does  it  seem  just 
such  a  measure  as  we  might  expect  would  be  dictated  by 
the  Apothecaries'  Company.  The  Irish  druggists  should 
lose  no  time  in  considering  this  very  important  proposal.
